AN  ACT  TO  REORGANIZE  THE  CIVIL  ADMINISTRATION  OF 
THE  STATE  GOVERNMENT  AND  TO  REPEAL  AND  AMEND 
CERTAIN  SECTIONS  OF  THE  GENERAL  LAWS  RELATING 
THERETO. 

It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Vermont: 

Sec.  1.  In  order  that  the  governor  may  exercise  the  supreme  executive 
powers  of  state  vested  m  him  by  the  constitution  and  expedite  the  execu- 
tion of  such  measures  as  may  be  resolved  upon  by  the  General  Assembly, 
administrative  departments  are  hereby  created,  through  the  instrumen- 
tality of  which  he  shall  exercise  such  functions  as  in  this  act  are  assigned 
to  each  department,  respectively. 

Sec.  2.    The  following  administrative  departments  are  hereby  created:

Sec.  3.    The  department  of  public  health,  which  shall  be  administered 

by  the  State  board  of  health,  as  constituted  by  law. 

*    *    *  * 

Sec.  5.  An  officer  created  by  this  act  shall  not  be  the  owner  of,  or 
financially  interested,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  corporation  or  associ- 
ation subject  to  the  supervision  of  his  respective  department,  except  as  a 

policy  holder  in  an  insurance  company,  or  depositor  in  a  bank. 

Sec.  6.  Each  commissioner  of  a  department  and  each  officer  enu- 
merated in  Section  2,  except  the  members  of  said  boards,  shall  devote 
his  entire  time  to  the  duties  of  his  office.  Each  such  officer  shall  give  a 
bond  to  the  State,  with  sureties  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  treasurer,  condi- 
tional upon  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties.  The  governor  shall 
determine  the  penal  sum  of  such  bond,  which  sum  shall  not  be  less  than 
five  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  7.  The  commissioner  or  board  at  the  head  of  each  department 
is  empowered  to  prescribe  and  to  enforce  regulations,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  governor  and  not  inconsistent  with  law,  for  the  govern- 
ment and  administration  of  such  department,  the  conduct  of  its  employees 
and  the  custody,  use  and  preservation  of  the  records,  books,  documents 
and  property  pertainfng  thereto. 

Sec.  8.  Each  department  or  bureau  may,  with  the  approval  of  the 
governor,  adopt  and  keep  an  official  seal. 

The  head  of  each  department  or  bureau  may  authenticate  copies  of 
documents  relating  to  said  department  by  certificate  of  authenticity  and 
documents  so  authenticated  or  certified  to,  shall  be  admissible  as  evidence 
in  coarts  of  law  and  equity. 

Sec.  9.  Each  department  is  empowered  to  employ  such  assistance, 
clerical  or  otherwise,  as  the  governor  deems  necessary  for  its  proper  and 
efficient  administration  and,  subject  to  his  approval,  to  fix  the  compcn- 
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sation  to  be  paid  therefor.  No  department  shall  expend  or  authorize 
an  expenditure  in  excess  of  the  amount  appropriated  therefor  for  any 
fiscal  year. 

Sec.  10.  The  commissioner  or  board  at  the  head  of  any  department 
may  require  from  any  officer  or  employee  of  such  department,  other  than 
the  officers  mentioned  in  Section  2  of  this  act,  an  official  bond  to  the 
State  in  such  sum  and  with  sudi  surety,  as  such  commissioner  or  board 

may  deem  necessary. 

Sec.  11.  The  commissioner  or  board  at  the  head  of  a  department  shall 
annually  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December,  and  at  such  other  times 
as  the  governor  may  require,  report  in  writing  to  the  governor  concerning 
the  ne^s,  management  and  financial  condition  of  such  departiuent.

Sec.  14.  The  commissioner  or  board  at  the  head  of  each  department 
shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act.  exercise  the  powers  and  per- 
form the  duties  vested  by  law  in  such  department. 

Whenever  rights,  powers,  and  duties,  which  have  heretofore  been 
vested  by  law  in,  or  e^Krcised  by  any  officer,  board  or  commission,  insti- 
tution or  department,  or  any  deputy,  inspector  or  subordinate  officer 
thereof,  are,  by  this  act,  transferred  either  in  whole  or  in  part  to,  or 
vested  in,  a  department  created  by  this  act,  such  rights,  powers  and 
duties  shall  be  vested  in.  and  shall  be  exercised  exclusively  by,  the  depart- 
ment to  which  the  same  are  hereby  transferred. 

Every  act  done  in  the  exercise  of  such  rights,  powers  and  duties  shall 
have  the  same  legal  effect  as  if  done  by  the  former  officer,  board,  commis- 
sioner, institution  or  department,  or  any  deputy,  inspector  or  subordinate 
officer  thereof.  Every  person  within  the  terms  of  this  act  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  same  obligations  and  duties  and  shall  have  the  same  rights 
arising  from  the  exercise  of  such  rights,  powers  and  duties  as  if  such 
rights,  powers  and  duties  were  exercised  by  the  officers,  board,  com- 
misscHier,  department  or  institution,  or  deputy,  inspector  or  subordinate 
officer  thereof,  designated  in  the  respective  laws  which  are  to  be  admin- 
istered by  departments  created  by  this  act.

Sec.  31.  The  department  of  public  health  shall  have  power  to  exercise 
the  rights,  powers,  and  duties  now  vested  by  law  in  the  state  board  of 
health. 


CHAPTER  267. 

PRESERVATION  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

Boflucd  of  Health. 

Sec.  SIM.   Appointment;   term;   vacancy.     The  state  board  of 

health  shall  consist  of  three  persons  who  shall  be  appomted  as  provided 
by  this  chapter.  The  governor  shall  during  the  session  ofc  the  General 
Assembly  of  1923.  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  tiie  Senate,  appoint  two 
persons  as  members  of  said  board,  one  whose  term  of  office  shall  end 
January  thirty-first,  1927,  and  one  whose  term  of  office  shall  end  January 
thirty-first,  1929,  and  thereafter  the  governor  shall  biennially  in  the 
month  of  January,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  appoint 
one  member  of  said  board  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  for  six  years. 
If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  such  office,  the  governor  shall  fill  the  same  by 
appointment,  and  the  person  so  appointed  shall  hold  office  until  tiie  first 
day  of  February  in  the  year  of  the  next  biennial  session  of  the  General 
Assembly,  at  which  time  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired 
term  thereof  by  the  governor  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate. 
The  governor  shall  annually  in  the  month  of  January  designate  one 
member  of  said  board  to  act  as  chairman. 

Sec  6194.  Organisation;  quaiificatieiia  ami  doties  of  »ecr«tanr; 
assistants.  Said  board  shall  appoint  a  secretaty  who  shall  be  a 
reputable  practicing  physician  of  the  State  and  shall  act  as  secretary  of 
said  board  and  be  its  executive  officer.  Said  board  shall,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  governor,  determine  the  compensation  of  said  secretary. 
Said  board  may,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  governor,  appoint  such 
other  officers  and  assistants  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  duties 

of  said  board.  ,    .       ^     .  ^ 

Sec.  6195.   Salaries;  how  fixed.   The  salaries  of  said  secretary, 

officers,  and  assistants  shall  be  fixed  by  said  board  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  board  of  control,  and  they  shall  be  allowed  necessary  expenses 
incurred  in  the  discharge  of  their  official  duties.  Said  salaries  and 
expenses  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  moneys  annually  available  for  the 
purpose  of  this  chapter. 

Public  Buildins^s. 

Sec.  6196.  Definition.  The  words  "public  buildings"  as  used  in  this 
title,  shall  mean  churches,  courthouses,  jails,  municipal  rooms,  state  and 
county  institutions,  railroad  stations,  school  buildings,  school  and  society 
halls,  hotels  and  restaurants  more  than  two  stories  high,  all  buildmgs 
more  than  two  stories  high  used  or  rented  for  tenements,  boarders  or 
roomers,  and  places  of  amusement  one  story  or  more  in  height,  and 
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factories,  mills,  workshops  or  other  buildings  more  than  two  stories  high 
in  which  persons  are  employed  above  the  second  story. 

IMm  of  Bound. 

Sec.  6197.  GeaeniHy.  Said  board  shall  take  cognizance  of  the  in- 
terests of  the  life  and  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  State,  shall  make 
or  cause  to  be  made  sanitary  investigations  and  inquiries  respecting  causes 
of  disease,  especially  of  epidemics,  and  the  means  of  preventing  the  same, 
the  sources  of  mortality  and  sickness  and  the  effect  of  localities,  employ- 
ments, habits  and  circumstances  of  life  on  the  public  health ;  and,  when 
requested,  or  when,  in  their  opinion,  it  is  necessary,  shall  advise  with 
municipal  officers  in  regard  to  drainage,  water  supply  and  sewerage  of 
towns  and  villages  and  in  regard  to  the  erection,  construction,  heating, 
ventilation  and  sanitary  arrangements  of  public  buildings ;  and  said  board 
may  compel  the  owners  of  such  buildings  to  provide  them  with  the  neces- 
sary appliances  and  fire  escapes  for  the  safety  of  individuals  who  may 
be  in  such  buildings,  Mid  said  board  shall  exercise  the  powers  and  author- 
ity imposed  by  law  npoa  said  board.  Said  board  may,  in  its  discretion, 
exercise  all  the  powers  and  authority,  in  each  town  and  village,  which  is 
given  to  a  local  board  of  health ;  and  said  secretary  may  likewise  exercise 
all  the  power  and  authority  of  a  local  health  officer,  anywhere  in  the  state. 

Sec.  6198.  Meetings.  Said  board  shall  meet  biennially  on  the  third 
Tuesday  of  February,  at  the  state  house,  and  at  such  other  times  and 
■  places  as,  in  its  judgment,  the  public  safety  and  health  require. 

Sec.  mm.  Attenduioe  upon  neetiiigs;  qmma/^mt.  Said  board 
may  perform  such  services  and  make  sudi  expenditures  as  it  deems 
necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  public  health,  may  cooperate  with 
boards  of  health  of  other  states  and  countries;  and  a  committee  of  said 
board  may  attend  meetings  of  health  authorities  outside  the  state.  Said 
board  may,  in  case  of  the  prevalence  of  epidemics  or  contagious  diseases, 
quarantine  towns,  close  highways  and  prohibit  railway  trains  from  stop- 
ping at  quarantined  places  and  may  estabUsh  such  quarantine  regulatitMis 
against  other  states  and  countries  as  will  prevent  the  introduction  of  con- 
tagious and  infectious  diseases  therefrom  into  this  state. 

Sec.  6200.  Regulations  as  to  schoolhouses;  inspection  of  public 
buildings;  approval  of  building  plans.  Said  board  shall,  when  neces- 
sary, issue  to  local  boards  of  health  regulations  as  to  the  lighting,  heating 
and  ventilation  of  schoolhouses,  and  shall  cause  sanitary  inspection  to  be 
made  of  churches,  schoolhouses  and  places  of  public  resort,  and  make 
such  relations  for  the  safety  of  persons  attending  the  same  as  it  deems 
necessary.  Public  buildings  shall  conform  to  regulations  which  shall  be 
made  by  said  board  in  respect  to  sanitary  conditions  and  fire  escapes 
necessary  for  the  public  health  and  for  the  safety  of  individuals  in  such 
buildings.  A  person,  corporation  or  committee  intending  to  erect  a  public 
building,  shall  submit  plans  thereof  showing  the  method  of  heating, 
plumbing,  ventilation  and  sanitary  arrangements  to  said  board  and  pro- 
cure its  approval  thereof  before  erecting  such  buildings. 


Sec  C201.  Erection  of  public  building  without  approval  of  plans; 
penalty;  repair*.  A  person,  corporation  or  committee  that  erects  a 
public  building  without  the  approval  and  without  complying  with  the 
regulations  of  the  state  board  of  health  as  provided  in  the  preceding  sec- 
tion, shall  be  fined  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  nor  less  than  one 
hundred  dollars,  and  shall  make  such  building  to  conform  to  the  regula- 
tions of  said  board  before  the  same  is  used,  otherwise  such  buildmg  shall 
be  deemed  a  nuisance,  and  be  put  in  proper  condition  by  the  local  health 
officer  under  the  direction  of  said  board  and  at  the  expense  of  the  owner. 

Sec.  6202.  Concfemnotion  of  school  boiUinc;  repurs;  luniUfaion; 
penalty.  Said  board  may  examine  or  cause  to  be  exammed  a  school 
building  and  outhouses  in  connection  therewith,  and  may  condemn  sudi 
as  are  unfit  for  occupation  or  use ;  and  the  building  or  outhouse  so  con- 
demned by  written  notice  served  upon  the  chairman  of  the  board  of 
school  directors  or  -the  person  having  such  school  in  charge,  shall  not  be 
occupied  or  used  until  the  same  is  repaired  and  the  sanitary  condition 
approved  by  said  board ;  provided  that  said  board  shall  not  issue  an  order, 
the  compliance  with  which  would  necessitate  the  expenditure  by  a  school 
district  in  any  one  year  for  repairing  or  erecting  school  buildings,  of  a 
sum  in  excess  of  twenty  per  cent  of  the  grand  list  of  such  district.  A 
person  who  violates  a  provision  of  this  section  shall  be  fined  not  more 
than  fifty  dollars  nor  less  than  five  dollars. 

Sec.  6203.  Rules  Mid  regulations  generally.  Said  board  may 
promulgate  and  enforce  rules  and  regulations  relative  to  the  preserva- 
tion of  the  public  health  in  cont^ous  and  epidemic  diseases,  and  to  the 
causes,  development,  spread  and  prevention  of  disease;  and  saul  board 
shall  make  such  rules  and  regulations  as  it  deems  necessary  as  to  tii^ 
preparation,  burial  and  transportation  of  dead  bodies  of  human  beings. 
Said  board  shall  prepare  and  distribute  to  local  boards  of  health,  physi- 
cians and  other  persons  such  printed  circulars  as  it  deems  necessary  and 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  said  board  may  promulgate  as  aforesaid : 
and,  upon  request  of  said  board,  the  secretary  thereof  shall  give  informa- 
tion relative  to  the  cause  and  prevention  of  disease  and  directions  as  to 
modes  of  management,  quarantine  and  means  of  prevention  of  contagious 

and  infectious  diseases. 

Sec.  6204.    Failure  to  comply  with  regulations  of  board;  penalty. 

A  person  who  fails  to  comply  with  a  rule  or  regulation  of  said  board, 
after  being  notified  in  writing  by  the  secretary  of  the  state  or  local  board  . 
of  health,  shall,  except  as  otherwise  provided,  be  fined  not  more  than 
one  hundred  dollars  nor  less  than  ten  dollars,  and  costs. 

Sec.  6205.  Neglect  to  comply  witb  written  ocder»;  dunoget; 
penalty.  A  person  or  corporation  that  wilfully  neglects  or  refuses  to 
comply  with  a  written  order  of  said  board  issued  under  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter,  shall,  when  no  other  penalty  is  provided,  be  fined  not  more 
than  four  hundred  dollars  nor  less  than  twenty-five  dollars,  and  be  liable 
for  all  damages  or  injuries  to  a  person  resulting  from  such  neglect. 
Justices  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  county,  municipal  and 
city  courts  of  offenses  arising  under  this  section,  to  the  extent  of  fining 
the  respondent  twenty-five  dollars. 
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Sec.  6206.  Ophthalmia  neonfttomm;  pouJty.  Said  board  may 
make  such  rules  and  regulations  as  it  deems  necessary  for  the  prevention 

of  blindness  caused  by  the  disease  known  as  ophthalmia  neonatorum,  and 
it  may  furnish,  at  the  expense  of  the  state,  such  prophylactic  outfits  as 
are  necessary  for  the  use  of  physicians.  A  physician  who  fails  to  comply 
with  such  a  rule  or  regulation  shall  be  fined  ten  dollars  for  each  offense. 

Sec.  ft2§7.  Duties  ot  secretary.  Said  secretary  shall  superintend 
the  performance  of  the  work  of  said  board,  and  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  said  board  directs.  He  shall  in  case  of  epidemic,  contagious 
diseases  or  other  unusual  sickness,  at  the  request  of  the  health  officer  or 
local  board  of  heahh.  render  such  assistance  as  he  deems  necessary.  He 
shall,  from  the  reports  required  to  be  made  to  him,  issue  in  each  even 
year  registration  reports,  and  shall,  in  the  month  of  July  in  each  even 
year,  make  a  report  to  the  governor  of  the  work  done  by  said  board 
during  the  preceding  two  years,  and  of  the  investigations  and  discoveries 
of  said  board,  and  other  important  facts  in  regard  to  the  causes  attd 
prevalence  of  infectious  diseases  and  such  other  matter  and  recommenda-' 
tions  as  seem  pertinent.  He  shall  furnish  health  officers  suitable  blanks 
upon  which  to  make  reports  of  infectious  and  contagious  diseases,  also 
blanks  for  physicians  to  report  to  health  officers,  shall  include  therein 
questions  necessary  to  give  the  information  desired  and  may  require 
special  information  of  the  health  officer  not  provided  for  in  such  blanks. 

Sec.  6208.  Antitomn  for  dBphtlieria;  semm  for  typhoid  fever; 
purchase  and  distribution;  penalty.  The  state  board  of  health  is 
hereby  authorized  to  procure  antitoxin  for  the  treatment  of  diphtheria 
and  immunizing  serum  for  typhoid  fever,  and  to  distribute  the  same  free 
of  charge,  upon  application  therefor  by  licensed  physicians,  under  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  said  board  may  prescribe;  and  the  expense 
thereof  shall  be  paid  by  the  state,  upon  vouchers  duly  approved  by  said 
board.  A  person  selling  or  disposing  of  any  antitoxin  or  immunizing 
serum  procured  or  distributed  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  for 
personal  gain,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  fifty  dollars  nor  less  than  ten 
dollars. 

State  Laboratory  of  Hygiene. 

Sec.  6209.   Supervision;  equipment;  heoHii  oi&cers'  schooL  The 

'  state  board  of  health  shall  have  the  supervision  and  management  of,  and 
equip  with  the  proper  and  necessary  apparatus,  instruments  and  supplies, 
the  laboratory  of  hygiene,  for  the  chemical  and  bacteriological  examina- 
ticHi  of  water  supplies,  milk  and  food  products,  and  the  examination  of 
cases  and  suspected  cases  of  diphtheria,  typhoid  fever,  tuberculosis, 
malaria  and  other  infectious  and  contagious  diseases.  Said  board  may 
conduct  a  schodi  of  instruction  for  health  officers  at  sudi  times  and  places 
as  it  directs.  It  may  issue  a  periodical  giving  the  results  of  the  work 
done  at  the  laboratory  and  the  approved  methods  for  the  protection  of 
the  public  health,  and  such  publications  shall  be  furnished  free  to  health 
ciScers  and  residents  of  the  state. 
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Sec  6210.  Director;  appointment  and  duties.  Said  board  shall 
appoint  and  may  remove  in  its  discretion  a  director  of  such  laboratory 
who  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  specimens  sent  to  him  for  exammation,  and 
examine  such  specimens  without  unnecessary  delay.  Said  director  shall, 
before  the  first  day  of  April,  in  each  even  year,  make  a  full  report  to  said 
board  of  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  laboratory,  and  shall  make  su<± 
other  and  special  reports  as  said  board  directs.  Said  director  may,  with 
the  approval  of  said  board,  appoint  such  assistants  as  may  be  required. 

Sec.  6211.  Froe  use;  investigations  for  state's  attorneys;  expert 
testimony.  The  use  of  the  laboratory  and  all  investigations  men- 
tioned in  this  chapter  therein  made,  except  as  otherwise  provided,  shaU  be 
free  to  the  people  of  this  state.  Whenever  the  state's  attorney  of  a  county 
on  the  order  of  a  superior  judge  or  the  attorney  general,  requests  for 
use  in  a  criminal  cause  pending  in  his  office,  an  expert  investigation, 
chemical  or  pathological,  of  a  substance,  such  investigation  shall  be  made 
at  the  laboratory  forthwith,  without  charge  to  the  state ;  and  the  expert 
making  such  investigation  shaU  submit  the  results  of  his  work  to  said 
state's  attorney,  and  shall  attend  court  as  a  witness  at  any  place  in  the 
state  when  required  to  do  so  by  subpoena,  and  submit  in  court  the  results 
of  his  investigation ;  and  he  shall  be  paid  as  such  witness  his  actual  ex- 
penses of  attendance  when  summoned  by  the  state. 

Sec.  6212.  Autopsies.  If  a  superior  judge  or  the  attorney  general 
orders  an  autopsy  on  the  body  of  a  person,  as  provided  in  section  two 
thousand  six  hundred  and  twenty-one,  he  shall  therein  direct  that  such 
autopsy  shall  be  made  by  the  pathologist  of  the  laboratory  of  hygiene,  or 
under  his  direction,  unless,  for  good  cause  shown,  said  judge  or  the 
attorney  general  otherwise  directs.  At  such  autopsy,  said  pathologist 
shall  take  and  preserve  under  proper  seal,  such  portions  of  the  body  and 
its  contents,  together  with  such  other  articles  as  he  judges  may  require 
subsequent  examination  in  the  investigation  of  the  case.  For  perform- 
ing such  autopsy,  the  pathologist  shall  be  paid  his  actual  expenses,  in- 
cluding the  expenses  of  his  assistants.  The  auditor  of  accounts  shall, 
upon  presentation  of  the  account  for  such  expenses,  duly  sworn  to  by 
such  pathologist  and  approved  by  the  state's  attorney  of  the  county  or 
the  attorney  general,  draw  an  order  therefor. 

Sec.  6213.  Funds  available;  how  used.  Fifteen  thousand  dollars 
of  the  moneys  annually  available  for  the  purpose  of  this  chapter,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  needed,  shall  be  expended  under  the  direction 
of  the  state  board  of  health  in  paying  the  expenses  of  the  laboratory  of 
hygiene  incurred  under  the  provisicms  of  the  second,  third  and  fourtii 
preceding  sections  and  in  paying  the  expenses  incurred  under  the  provi- 
sions of  chapter  two  hundred  and  sixty-eight. 

White  Diarrhoea  Among  Fowls. 

Sec.  6214.  Tests.  The  director  of  said  laboratory  shall  test  the 
blood  of  fowls  belonging  to  residents  of  this  state  for  the  presence  of  the 
infection  of  white  diarrhoea  and  report  the  result  to  said  owners.  Such 
tests  shall  be  made  at  the  expense  of  the  persons  requesting  the  same  and 
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in  accordance  with  such  rules  and  regulations  as  such  director  may  pre- 
scribe. 

Sec.  6215.    Same;  duties  of  director;  fees.    Said  director,  at  the 

request  of  any  resident  of  the  state  and  without  charge  except  for  trans- 
portation, shall  furnish  instructions  for  taking  and  transporting  speci- 
mens and  containers  and  apparatus  for  taking  the  same  and  if  necessary 
shall  send  a  person  to  take  such  specimens.  Said  director  shall  iix  the 
fee  for  making  such  tests,  not  to  exceed  fifteen  cents  for  each  specimen 
tested  and  tests  shall  not  be  made  until  such  fees  are  paid.  The  director 
in  his  discretion  may  refuse  to  test  any  specimen  not  collected  and  trans- 
ported in  accordance  with  the  regulations  prescribed  by  him. 

Sec.  6216.  Disposition  of  fees;  report.  Said  director  shall,  quar- 
terly, cover  into  the  state  treasury  all  fees  received  under  the  provisions 
of  tiie  two  preceding  sections  and  the  auditor  of  accounts  shaU,  quarterly, 
draw  an  order  in  favcwr  of  said  director  for  the  expenses  incurred  in 
making  such  tests,  but  the  same  shall  not  exce^l  in  any  year  the  fees  re- 
ceived. Such  receipts  and  expenditures  shall  be  published  in  the  rep<Mrt 
of  said  director. 

Testing  Blood  of  Dairy  Cattle. 

Sec,  514.  Under  laboratory  of  hygioie.  The  Vermont  state 
laboratory  of  hygiene  shall  test  such  samples  of  blood  of  dairy  cattle  as 
may  be  forwarded  to  it  by  residents  of  the  state  who  desire  to  detect  ani- 
mals in  their  herds  that  are  likely  to  abort.  Such  laboratory  shall,  by  its 
director,  furnish  at  the  request  of  any  resident  of  the  state,  without 
charge,  except  charges  for  transportation,  containers  in  which  such 
samples  are  to  be  taken  and  instructions  for  taking  the  same.  Said  di- 
rector is  empowered  to  make  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  collec- 
tion and  transportation  of  such  samples,  and  may  in  his  discretion  refuse 
to  test  samples  collected  or  transported  contrary  to  such  instructions, 
rules  or  regulations.  Said  director  shall  fix  the  fees  for  making  such  tests 
and  a  test  shall  not  be  made  unless  accompanied  by  such  fee.  Said  direct- 
or shall  report  the  result  of  such  test  to  persons  sending  such  samples. 
Said  director  shall  quarterly,  on  the  first  day  of  February,  May,  August ' 
and  November,  pay  into  the  state  treasury  all  fees  received  under  the  pro- 
visimis  of  this  section.  The  auditor  of  accounts  shall  quarterly  draw 
an  order  in  favor  of  said  director  for  the  expense  of  making  such  tests 
but  the  total  amount  of  such  orders  in  any  one  year  shall  not  exceed  the 
fees  paid  into  the  state  treasury  during  such  year.  Said  director  shall 
annually  publish  a  detailed  statement  of  such  receipts  and  expenditures.

Sec.  1.  The  state  board  of  health  shall  appoint,  upon  recommendation 
of  the  selectmen,  a  health  officer  for  each  town,  and  the  secretary  of  said 
board  shall  give  him  a  certificate  of  appointment.  Said  board  may  ap- 
point one  or  more  deputy  health  officers  for  a  town  upon  written  request 
of  the  local  board  of  health,  but  such  deputy  shall  have  authority  only  to 
issue  certificates  of  permission  for  the  burial,  entombment  or  removal  of 
dead  bodies. 

Sec.  2.  The  state  board  of  health  shall  have  power  to  designate  a  health 
officer  of  a  town  adjoining  an  unorganized  town  or  gore,  as  the  health 
officer  of  such  unorganized  town  or  gore;  and  said  health  officer  shall 
report  to  the  secretary  of  said  board  every  case  of  contagious  disease 
mentioned  in  chapter  267  of  the  General  Laws  of  which  he  has  informa- 
tion or  knowledge  as  existing  in  such  unorganized  town  or  gore;  and 
shall,  in  such  unorganized  town  or  gore,  do  and  perform  all,  acts  required 
of  the  health  officer  of  a  town  the  same  as  if  he  were  the  health  officer  of 
such  unorganized  town  or  gore;  and,  upon  receiving  such  information 
from  said  health  officer,  said  board  shall  do  and  perform  all  acts  in  rela- 
tion to  such  cases  the  same  as  if  such  information  came  from  tlie  health 

officer  of  a  town. 

Sec.  3.-  Number  175  of  the  Acts  of  1919  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  4.  All  compensation  for  services  rendered  by  health  dOBcers  ap- 
pointed under  this  act  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  board  of  selectmen 
of  each  town,  or  the  board  of  aldermen  in  each  city. 

Sec.  6218.  Local  board  of  health.  Said  health  officer,  wnth  the  se- 
lectmen of  the  town,  or  the  board  of  alderrnen  of  the  city,  shall  constitute 
a  local  board  of  health  for  such  town  or  city.  §  ^■ 

Sec.  6219.  Secretary  and  executive  officer  of  local  board;  removal; 
vacancies.   Said  health  officer  shall  be  the  secretary  and  executive 
officer  of  the  local  board  of  health,  and  shall  hold  office  for  three  years, . 
and  until  his  successor  is  appointed.  The  state  board  of  health  may  remove 
a  health  officer  at  any  time  and  fill  a  vacancy  in  such  office  for  any  cause. 

Sec.  6220.  General  duties.  Said  health  officer  shall  make  sanitary 
inspections  whenever  and  wherever  he  has  reason  to  suspect  that  any- 
thing exists  whidi  may  be  detrimental  to  the  public  health.  He  may 
enter  any  house  or  other  building  or  place  for  the  purpose  of  making 
such  inspections.  He  shall,  in  writing,  order  the  destruction  or  removal 
within  a  specified  time  of  nuisances,  sources  of  filth  or  causes  of  sickness ; 
and  shall  in  all  things  conform  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  state 
board  of  health,  issued  under  sections  six  thousand  two  hundred  and 
three  and  six  thousand  two  hundred  and  four. 

Sec.  6221.  Public  assemblages  j^rohibited.  Said  health  officer  may 
order  churches,  schools  and  all  places  of  public  entertainment  to  be  closed 
and  may  forbid  and  prevent  the  ass^bling  of  people  in  any  place  when 
the  state  board  of  health  deems  that  the  public  health  and  safety  so  de- 
mand, and  provided  that  said  state  board  so  certifies  to  said  health  officer.

Sec.  6222.  Inspection  of  schoolhoo»es.  Said  health  officer  shall,

Noncompliaiice  with  o«der»;  pemlty;  MMmA  of  nui- 
sances, etc.  A  person  or  corporation  that  neglects  or  refuses  to  com- 
ply with  a  written  order  of  a  local  board  of  health  or  health  officer  issued 
under  this  chapter,  shall,  when  other  penaky  is  not  provided,  be  fined  not 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  less  than  five  dollars.  In  case  of  such 
n^lect  or  refusal,  the  local  board  of  health  may  prevent,  remove  or  de- 
stroy any  such  nuisance,  sources  of  filth  or  causes  of  sickness,  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  town  it  represents,  and  such  expense  may  be  recovered  of  the 
person  or  corporation  whose  legal  duty  it  was  to  comply  with  such  order. 

Sec.  6224.  Abatement  of  nuisances;  prevention  of  disease;  isola- 
tion hospitals.  A  local  board  of  health  shall  have  power  and  author- 
ity to  abate  nuisances  affecting  the  public  health,  destroy,  prevent  or  re- 
move sources  of  filth  and  causes  of  sickness.  Said  board  may  guard 
against  the  introduction  of  contegious  or  infectious  diseases  by  the  ex- 
ercise of  proper  and  vigilant  medical  inspection  and  control  of  all  persons 
and  things  arising  in  its  town.  Towns  may  combine  to  build,  equip  and 
maintain  isolation  hospitals. 

Sec.  6225.  Quarantine;  isolation;  medical  treatment.  The  local 
health  officer  may  require,  under  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  state 
board  of  health,  the  isolation  of  persons  and  things  infected  with  or  ex- 
posed to  contagious  or  infectious  diseases,  and  may  with  the  approval  of 
the  local  board  of  health  provide  suitable  places  for  the  reception  of  the 
same,  and,  if  necessary,  furnish  medical  treatment  and  care  for  such  sick 
persons  at  their  expense  if  of  sufficient  ability  to  pay,  otherwise  at  the 
expense  of  the  town  or  city.  Said  health  officer  may  prohibit  and  prevent

Sec.  6226.  Powers  of  local  board.  The  local  board  of  health  in  a 
town  or  city  may  make  and  enforce  rules  and  regulations  in  such  town  or 
city  relating  to  the  protection  of  the  public  against  contagious  and  in- 
fectious diseases  and  the  cause,  development  and  spread  of  any  disease, 
provided  such  rules  and  regulations  have  the  approval  of  the  state  board 
of  health.

Said  health  officer  shall  not  or- 
der the  abatement  of  nuisances  or  the  destruction  of  things  infected  with 
or  exposed  to  contagious  disease  and  shall  not  incur  expense  to  the  town 

or  city  in  the  furnishing  of  medical  treatment  and  care  for  sick  persons 
except  with  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  selectmen  of  such  town  or 
the  aldermen  of  such  city,  but  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to 
.prevent  said  health  officer  from  instituting  quarantine  and  maintaining 
the  same  in  any  case  of  contagious  or  infectious  disease. 

Sec.  8229.  Illegal  interftfieiioe;  penalty.  A  person  who  attempts 
to  hinder  the  work  of  a  health  officer  or  local  board  of  health,  or  who  re- 
moves, defaces  or  obscures  a  placard  or  notice  posted  upon  an  infected 
building,  or  who  violates  quarantine  regulations,  shall  be  imprisoned  not 
more  than  thirty  days  or  fined  not  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  both. 

Sec.  6230.  Assistance  by  officers;  penalty  for  neglect.  Said  health 
officer  or  local  board  of  health  may  call  upon  sheriffs,  constables  and 
police  officers  to  assist  them  in  the  discharge  of  their  respective  duties. 
An  officer  who  neglects  or  refuses  to  render  such  assistance  shall  be  fined 
not  more  than  two  hundred  dollars.

Sec.  6231.  Sewers  and  plumbing;  orders;  penalty.  Said  board  may 
require  an  owner  of  a  dwelling  house  or  other  building  abutting  on  the 
public  street  in  which  there  is  a  public  sewer,  to  have  all  drains  and  sewers 
from  such  house  or  building  connected  with  such  street  sewer,  and  when 
said  board  deems  it  necessary,  shall  provide  the  house  or  building  with 
plumbing  in  accordance  with  the  plumbing  regulations  of  the  state  Ixmrd 
of  health,  and  shall  make  the  necessary  connections  between  the  plumbing 
and  such  public  sewer.  Either  party  may  appeal  to  the  state  board  of 
health,  which  shall,  after  proper  hearing,  inspection  and  consideration, 
decide  as  to  the  necessity  of  providing  such  plumbing  and  making  such 
connections,  and  its  decision  shall  be  final.

Sec  6244.  Entering  town  when  infected;  taking  or  communicating 
infections  diseases;  i^nalty.  A  person  who,  knowing  himself  to  be 
infected  wttii  smallpox  w  other  infectious  or  contagious  disease  danger- 
ous to  the  public  health,  comes  into  a  town  m  the  state  from  another  town 
within  or  without  the  state,  without  previously  obtaining  consent  of  the 
health  officer  of  the  town  which  he  enters,  or  a  person  who  knowmgly 
and  voluntarily  communicates  or  receives  the  Infection  of  smallpox  or 
other  infectious  or  contagious  disease  without  the  consent  or  approbation 
of  the  local  board  of  health,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  two  hundred 

Sec.  «245.  Report  of  oases  of  smallpox,  etc.;  vaccination.  A  health 

officer  shall  report  to  the  secretary  of  the  state  board  of  health,  unme- 
diately  after  receiving  information  or  knowledge  thereof,  every  case  of 
smallpox,  varioloid.  Asiatic  cholera,  typhus  fever  or  yellow  fever  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  local  board,  and  shall  provide  a  suitable  supply  of 
vaccine  virus  when  deemed  necessarv  by  the  state  board  of  health,  and  of 
a  quality  and  from  a  source  approved  by  it,  and,  during  the  existence  of 
smallpox  in  a  town,  provide  thorough  and  safe  vaccination  for  all  persons 
in  such  town  who  may  need  the  same.  .  l  i*l 

Sec  6246.   Report  of  contagions  or  infections  diseases  to  liealtli 
officer;  quarantine;  penalty.  The  head  of  a  family  in  whose  home 
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there  occurs  a  case  of  infectious  or  contagious  disease  dangerous  to  the 
public  health,  shall  immediately  give  notice  thereof  to  the  local  health 

officer  of  the  town  in  which  he  lives.  A  physician  who  knows  or  suspects 
that  a  person  whom  he  has  been  called  to  attend  is  sick  or  has  died  of  a 
communicable  disease  dangerous  to  the  public  health,  shall  immediately 
quarantine  and  report  to  the  health  officer  the  place  where  such  case 
exists,  and  the  name,  degree  of  virulence  and  cause  or  source  of  the 
disease,  and  such  other  facts  relating  thereto  as  may  be  necessary  for  the

name,  age,  sex,  natiwiality,  race,  marital  state  and  address  of  every 
charitable  patient  under  observation  suffering  from  venereal  diseases 
in  any  form,  stating  the  name,  character,  stage  and  durati<Mi  of  the  infec- 
tion and.  if  obtainable,  the  date  and  source  of  the  infection. 

Sec.  6250.  Reports  by  physician,  druggist  or  other  person;  sale  of 
drugs,  report;  penalty.  A  physician  or  other  person  who  know^s  or 
who  has  reason  to  believe  that  a  person  whom  he  treats  or  prescribes  for 
or  to  whom  he  sells  patent  or  proprietary  medicine  purporting  to  alleviate

Sec.  1.  Hospital  wards.  The  director  of  state  institutions  may, 
with  the  approval  of  the  board  of  control,  designate  or  construct  a  ward 
or  hospital  room  at  any  state  institution  for  the  purpose  of  giving  neces- 
sary treatment  and  care  to  inmates  of  such  institutions. 

Sec.  2.  Commnniedble  diie>te»;  care  of  pertons.  In  case  an  in- 
mate of  a  state  institution  at  the  expiration  of  his  lawful  term  of  con- 
finement therein,  has  or  is  afflicted  with  tuberculosis,  venereal  or  other 
contagious  disease,  and  in  consequence  thereof,  such  inmate  is  under 
quarantine  by  order  of  the  state  board  of  health,  the  superintendent  of 
such  institution  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  provide  subsistence 
and  medical  treatment  for  such  inmate  at  the  expense  of  the  state. 


No.  213.  Acts  of  1921.  AN  ACT  TO  PROHIBIT  ADVERTISE- 
MENTS OF  CURES  OR  MEDICINES  RELATING  TO  VENE- 
REAL DISEASES  AND  CERTAIN  SEXUAL  DISORDERS. 

It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Vermont: 

Sec.  1.  A  person  shall  not  publish  nor  cause  to  be  pubhshed,  de- 
liver or  distribute  or  cause  to  be  delivered  or  distributed,  in  any  manner 

whatsoever,  or  post,  display  or  permit  to  be  posted  or  displayed,  or  to 
remain  on  any  buildings,  windows,  or  outhouses,  or  premises,  or  other 
surface  owned  or  controlled  by  him.  or  have  displayed  in  or  on  any  win- 
dow or  place  where  the  same  could  be  read  by  passers-by  or  the  public, 
any  advertisement,  label,  statement,  print,  or  writing  which  refers  to 
any  person  or  persons  from  whom,  or  to  any  means  by  which  or  to  any 
office  or  place  which  may  be  obtained  any  treatment  or  cure  for  syphilis, 
gonorrhoea,  chancroid,  lost  manhood,  sexual  weakness,  lost  vitality,  im- 
l)otency,  seminal  emissions,  gleet,  varicocele  or  self-abuse  whether  de- 
scribed by  such  names,  words,  terms,  or  phrases,  or  by  any  other  names, 
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words,  terms,  or  phrases,  calculated  or  intended  to  convey  to  the  reader 
the  idea  that  any  of  said  diseases,  infirmities,  disabilities,  conditions  or 
habits  are  meant  or  referred  to,  or  which  refers  to  any  medicine,  article, 
device,  or  preparation  that  may  be  used  for  the  teatment,  cure,  or  pre- 
vention of  any  of  the  diseases,  infirmities,  disabilities,  conditiotis  or  habits 
mentioned  in  this  section. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  publications,  advertisements,  or 
notices  of  the  United  States  Government,  the  state  or  of  any  city  in  the 
state. 

Sec.  3.  A  person  who  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one  huiwired  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not 
more  than  one  year,  or  both. 

Burlier  Shops. 

Sec.  6255.  General  regulations;  duties  of  state  board.  The  state 
board  of  health  shall,  annually,  between  the  first  day  of  January  and  the 
first  day  of  June,  prconulgate  through  its  secretary  the  following  regula- 
tions for  the  management  of  barber  shopis: 

I.  Mugs,  shaving  brushes,  razors,  tweezers,  needles  and  lances  shall 
be  sterilized  by  immersion  in  boiling  water  or  in  some  sterilizing  sdution 
before  every  separate  use  thereof ;  and  hair  brushes,  combs  and  neck 
dusters  shall  be  sterilized  each  morning  and  shall  be  kept  in  a  cleanly 
condition  at  all  times. 

II.  Fresh  clean  towels  sliall  be  used  for  each  person. 

IIL  Alum  or  other  material  used  to  stop  the  flow  of  blood  shall  be 
used  only  in  liquid  or  powdered  form. 

IV.  Powder  puffs  and  sponges  shall  not  be  used. 

V.  Every  barber  shop  shall  be  provided  with  hot  water. 

VI.  Every  barber  shall  keep  his  hands  thoroughly  cleansed. 

VII.  The  headrest  of  every  barber's  chair  shall  be  protected  with 
clean  paper  before  serving  any  customer. 

A  certified  copy  of  such  regulations  shall,  annually,  during  the  months 
of  April  and  May,  be  sent  to  the  proprietor,  keeper  or  person  in  charge 
of  each  barber  shop  in  the  state  together  with  specific  instructions  as  to 
the  method  of  carrying  out  the  same.  Upon  presentation  of  proper 
vouchers,  the  auditor  of  accounts  shall  draw  orders  upon  the  moneys 
annually  available  for  the  use  of  the  state  board  of  health,  in  payment 
of  the  expenses  incurred  under  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Sec.  6256.  Regidations  to  be  posted.  Each  such  proprietor,  keeper 
or  person  in  charge  of  a  barber  shop  shall  post  in  a  conspicuous  place  in 
said  shop  a  copy  of  the  regulations  furnished  by  the  secretary  of  the 
state  board  of  health. 

Sec.  6257.  Penalty.  A  person  who  violates  a  regulation  prescribed 
in  the  two  preceding  sections  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars  nor  less  than  five  dollars  for  each  offense. 
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Slaughterhoiueft  and  Meats. 

Sec.  <S25&  Regulaticns;  pmalty*  The  state  board  of  health  shall 
make  and  enforce  such  r^ulations  as  it  deems  best  for  the  purpose  of 
controlling  the  sanitation  of  slaughterhouses  and  other  places  where  meat 

and  meat  products  are  prepared  and  kept,  either  for  sale  or  storage.  A 
person  shall  not  carry  on  the  business  of  butchering  in  a  building  or  upon 
premises  within  two  hundred  feet  of  a  dwelling  house,  without  the  con- 
sent in  writing  of  the  local  board  of  health  describing  the  building  and 
premises  and  limiting  the  time  said  person  may  carry  on  such  business ; 
and  the  secretary  of  the  local  board  of  health  shall,  in  cases  where  such 
consent  is  given,  make  inspections  when  necessary  of  such  building  or 
premises  wherein  butchering  is  done,  and  direct  and  prescribe  regulations 
under  which  such  business  may  be  carried  on.  A  person  who  violates  a 
provision  of  this  section  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  three  hundred 
dollars  nor  less  than  fifty  dollars. 

laspectmi  of  Meat. 

Sec.  6259.    Inspectors;  duties;  fees.   The  state  board  of  health  or 

a  local  board  of  health  may  appoint  inspectors  of  meat  who  shall  at  the 
request  of  the  shipper  inspect  meat  intended  for  interstate  shipment.  An 
inspector  shall  receive  therefor  a  fee  of  twenty-five  cents  each  for  the 
first  five  animals  inspected  and  five  cents  for  each  animal  in  excess  of 
five  and  ten  cents  a  mile  each  way  for  travel,  to  be  paid  by  the  person  re- 
questing such  inspection.  The  state  board  of  health  shall  make  neces- 
sary rules  and  regulations  relating  to  such  inspection  and  the  marking 
of  animals  so  inspected.

Sec.  62Ms.   Rnies  and  regulations;  notiee;  injunction.   Said  board 

of  health  shall  have  authority  to  prescribe  regulations  for  the  heating 

and  ventilation  of  all  mills,  factories,  stone  sheds,  sheds  of  other  build- 
ings in  which  five  or  more  persons  are  employed.  Notice  of  promulga- 
tion of  an  order  or  regulation  made  by  said  board  under  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  be  communicated  in  writing  to  the  owner,  manager 
or  person  in  charge  of  the  mill,  factory,  stone  shed,  shed  or  other  building 
concerning  the  ventilation  and  heating  of  which  the  order  or  regulation 
is  made,  and  a  copy  of  such  order  shall  be  kept  on  file  by  the  secretary 
of  said  board.  The  court  of  chancery  shall  have  jurisdiction  and  power, 
upon  application  thereto  by  said  board  or  a  party  interested,  to  enforce 
such  orders  and  regulations  of  said  board,  and  to  restrain  the  use  and 
occupation  of  the  premises  until  the  orders  and  regulations  of  said  board 
are  .complied  with.

Miscellaneous. 


Sec.  6261.  Report  and  inrosecutions  lor  violations  of  chapter;  juris- 
diction. Each  health  officer  shall  report  violations  of  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter  to  the  state's  attorney  of  the  county  in  which  the  offenses 
were  committed,  and  said  state's  attorney  shall  prosecute  for  such  viola- 
tions and  for  all  violations  coming  within  his  knowledge.  Justices  shall 
have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  county,  municipal  and  city  courts  of 
oifenses  under  this  chapter. 

Sec.  6262.  CoUection  of  expense  of  abating  nuisances.  The  ex- 
pense of  abating  nuisances  or  doing  other  matters  for  the  protection  of 
the  public  health  in  which  individuals  or  corporations  are  made  liable  for 
the  expense  thereof,  shall  be  collected  by  an  action  of  tort,  on  this  statute, 
in  the  name  of  the  town  entitled  to  recover  the  same,  and  may  be  begun 
and  prosecuted  by  the  local  board  of  health  for  the  benefit  of  such  town. 


CHAPTER  248. 

MILK,  CREAM,  BUTTER  AND  CHEESE. 

General  Provisions. 

Sec.  5907.   Dilution  or  adukeration  of  milk;  penalty.   A  person 

shall  not  sell,  furnish  or  have  in  his  possession  with  intent  to  sell  or  fur- 
nish, milk  or  cream  diluted  with  water,  adulterated  or  not  of  standard 
quality,  or.  milk  or  cream  which  is  treated  with  chemicals ;  nor  shall  a 
person  sell,  offer  for  sale  or  furnish  milk  from  which  the  cream  or  a  part 
thereof  has  been  taken,  or  retain  the  part  of  the  milk  known  as  "strip- 
pings,"  without  the  full  knowledge  of  the  person  to  whom  such  milk  is 
sold,  offered  for  sale  or  furnished.  A  person  who  violates  a  provision 
of  this  section  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  three  hundred  dollars  nor 
less  than  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense. 

Misuse  of  Milk  Receptades.

Sec.  5917.  Misuse;  penalty.  A  person  who,  by  himself,  his  serv- 
ant or  agent,  or  as  the  servant  or  agent  of  any  other  person,  partnership 
or  corporation,  having  the  custody  of  a  receptacle  used  as  a  container  for 
milk  destined  for  sale  or  for  use  in  the  manufacture  of  any  food  product 
destined  for  sale,  places,  or  causes  or  permits  to  be  placed,  or  suffers  to 
remain  therein,  any  offal,  swill,  kerosene,  vegetable  matter  or  any  article 
or  substance  other  than  milk,  skimmed  milk,  buttermilk,  cream,  or  water 
or  other  agent  used  for  cleansing  such  receptacle  shall  be  fined  not  more 
than  ten  dollars  for  each  receptacle  so  misused. 

Sec.  5918.  Shilling  misnsed  receptacles;  penalty.  A  person  who, 
by  himself,  his  servant  or  agent,  or  as  the  servant  or  agent  of  any  other 
person,  partnership  or  corporation,  sends,  ships,  returns  or  delivers,  or 
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causes  or  permits  to  be  sent,  shipped,  returned  or  delivered,  or  in  any 
way  aids  or  assists  therein,  to  a  producer  of  milk  or  to  any  other  person, 
any  receptacle  used  as  a  container  of  milk,  containing  any  offal,  swill, 
kerosene,  vegetable  matter,  or  any  other  offensive  material  or  substance, 
shall  be  fined  not  more  than  ten  dollars  for  each  offense.  • 

Sec.  5919.  Duty  of  person  receiving  misused  receptacles.  A  per- 
son who  receives  from  a  person,  partnership  or  corporation  any  receptacle 
used  or  to  be  used  as  a  container  of  milk,  containing  any  offal,  swill, 
kerosene,  vegetable  matter,  decayed  or  decomposed  matter,  or  any  other 
offensive  material  or  substance,  shall  forthwith  submit  such  receptacle  to 
the  health  officer  of  the  town  where  such  receptacle  is  received,  for  ex- 
amination ;  and  if  such  health  officer  finds  such'  receptacle  to  be  in  such 
condition  as  to  be  a  menace  to  the  public  health,  it  shall  be  adjudged  a 
nuisance,  and  the  health  officer  shall  act  relative  thereto  as  provided  m 
chapter  two  hundred  and  sixty-seven. 

Sec.  5t2A.  Suae;  penalty.  A  person  who  fails  to  submit  to  the 
heakh  officer  a  receptacle  used  or  to  be  used  as  a  container  of  milk,  as 
required  in  the  preceding  section,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  five  dollars 
for  each  offense. 

I  j^^f^*  for  Sale  of  Milk  and  Cream. 

Sec.  StZl.  Genend  PnmsiMU.  A  person  carrying  on  the  business 
of  selling,  supplying  or  delivering  milk  or  cream  from  house  to  house  or 
who  sells  milk  or  cream  over  the  counter  for  consumption  as  food,  shall 

not  sell,  supply  or  deliver,  milk  or  cream  whether  produced  from  cows 
owned  by  him  or  in  his  possession  or  under  his  control  or  purchased  by 
him  for  sale  from  other  dairies,  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  state  unless  he 
has  procured  a  license  therefor  from  the  board  of  health  of  the  town 
in  which  such  milk  or  cream  is  sold,  which  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue 
such  a  license.  Before  granting  such  license,  the  state  board  of  health, 
or  its  authorized  agents,  or  said  board  of  health  of  such  town,  shall 
make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  a  thorough  inspection  and  examination  of  the 
cows  producing  such  milk  or  cream,  of  the  barns,  stables  and  premises 
where  such  cows  are  kept,  of  all  pails,  cans  and  measures  used  in  con- 
nection with  such  business,  and  of  the  neatness  and  cleanliness  with 
which  such  milk  or  cream  is  obtained  and  dispensed.  Such  hcenses  shajl 
not  be  granted  unless  such  cows  ate  in  a  healthy  condition,  nor  unless  the 
barns,  stables,  premises  and  utensils  usied  in  connection  therewith  are  m 
good  sanitary  condition,  nor  unless  such  milk  and  cream  are  obtained  and 
sold  in  a  neat  and  cleanlv  manner;  and  if  the  state  board  of  health  certi- 
fies to  the  board  of  health  of  any  town  that  a  person  named  therein 
should  not  be  granted  a  license,  a  license  shall  not  be  granted  such  person. 
A  person  who  mcidentally  sells  or  furnishes  to  his  neighbors  milk  or  cream 
from  his  private  dairy  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  carrying  on  the  business 
of  selling  or  supplying  milk  or  cream  within  the  meaning  of  this  section. 

Sec.  5922.  Samples;  examination;  penalty.  Said  board  of  health 
of  such  town  shall,  at  least  semiannually,  send  to  the  state  laboratory  of 
hygiene  for  examination,  samples  of  milk  or  cream  from  the  herd  of  each 
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party  who  has  obtained  a  license,  and  said  licensee  shall  allow  said  board 
to  take  such  samples  whenever  it  desires.  A  person  who  violates  a  pro- 
vision of  this  or  the  preceding  section  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  fifty 
dollars  nor  less  than  five  dollars. 

Sec.  5923.  Tenns  of  fioense;  foe.  Such  license  shall  be  for  a  term 
of  one  year,  unless  sooner  revoked  by  said  board  of  health  of  such  town 
for  just  cause,  and  the  fee  for  such  license  shall  be  two  dollars,  to  be 
retained  by  said  board  for  its  services  under  the  two  preceding  sections. 

MOkXickota. 

Sec.  5924.  Form;  use;  penaltsr.  Retail  dealers  in  milk  who  use 
milk  tickets  shall  have  the  same  printed  in  coupon  sheets  of  convenient 

size  to  furnish  customers,  which  shall  be  taken  up  by  tearing  off  coupons 
from  the  sheet,  and  such  coupons  shall  be  immediately  destroyed.  A  per- 
son using  a  coupon  the  second  or  subseqent  time  shall  be  fined  five 
dollars  f i»r  each  offense. 

Imitatioa  of  Butter  and  Cheque. 

Sec.  5929.  Butter;  labels.  A  person  who,  by  himself  or  agent, 
sells,  exposes  for  sale  or  has  in  his  possession  with  intent  to  sell,  an  ar- 
ticle,' substance  or  compound,  made  in  imitation  of  butter  or  as  a  sub- 
stitute for  butter,  and  not  made  wholly  of  milk  or  cream,  or  containing 
fats,  oils  or  grease  not  produced  from  milk  or  cream,  shall  have  the  words 
"imitation  butter,"  or  if  such  substitute  is  a  compound  known  as  oleomar- 
garine, then  the  word  "oleomargarine,"  or  if  it  is  known  as  butterine,  thea 
the  word  "butterine."  stamped,  labeled  or  marked  upon  the  top,  side  and 
bottom  of  each  tub,  firkin,  box  or  package  containing  such  article,  sub- 
stance or  compound ;  or  if  such  article,  substance  or  compound  is  not  in 
the  original  package,  then  upon  a  label  to  be  attached  in  a  conspicuous 
place  to  such  article,  substance  or  compound.  In  case  of  retail  sales  of 
such  article,  substance  or  compound  not  in  the  original  package,  the  seller 
shall  attach  in  a  conspicuous  place  to  each  package  and  deliver  therewith 
to  the  purchaser  a  label  or  wrapper  bearing  the  words  "imitation  butter," 
"oleomargarine"  or  "butterine,"  as  the  article  may  be.  Such  words  shall 
be  stamped,  labeled  or  marked  in  a  straight  line  in  printed  letters  of  plain 
uncondensed  gothic  type,  not  less  than  half  an  inch  in  length  so  that 
such  words  cannot  be  easily  defaced,  and  other  words  shall  not  appear  in 

connection  therewith. 

Sec.  5930.  Cheese;  labels.   A  person  who,  by  himself  or  agent, 

sells,  exposes  for  sale  or  has  in  his  possession  with  intent  to  sell,  an  article, 
substance  or  compound  made  in  imitation  of  or  as  a  substitute  for  cheese 
and  not  made  wholly  from  milk  or  cream,  or  containing  fats,  oils  or 
grease  not  produced  from  milk  or  cream,  shall  have  the  words  "imitation 
cheese"  stamped,  labeled  or  marked  in  printed  letters  of  plain  roman 
type,  not  less  than  one  inch  in  length  so  that  such  words  cannot  be  easily 
defaced,  upon  the  side  of  each  cheesecloth  or  band  around  the  same,  and 
upon  the  top  and  side  of  each  tub,  firkin,  box  or  package  containing  such 
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article,  substance  or  c(»npound.  In  case  of  retail  sales  of  such  article, 
substance  or  compound  not  in  the  original  package,  the  seller  shall  at- 
tach in  a  conspicuous  place  to  each  package  and  deliver  therewith  to  the 
])urchaser  a  label  or  wrapper  bearing  the  words  "imitation  cheese"  in 
printed  letters  of  plain  roman  type,  not  less  than  half  an  inch  in  length. 

Sec.  5931.  Vi^tUm  of  two  preceding  sections;  penalty.  A  per- 
son who  violates  a  provision  of  the  two  preceding  sections,  or  who,  with 
intent  to  deceive,  defaces,  erases,  cancels  or  ranoves  a  mark,  stamp, 
brand,  label  or  wrapper  provided  for  in  the  two  preceding  sections,  shall 
be  fined  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  first  ofifense  and,  for  each  subsequent 
oft'ense,  two  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  5932.  Sale  of  imitatioa  butter  as  butter;  penalty.  A  person, 
who  by  himself  or  agent  advertises,  sells,  exposes  for  sale  or  has  in  his 
possession  with  intent  to  sell,  an  article,  substance  or  OMnpound  made  in 
imitation  of  butter,  or  as  a  substitute  for  butter,  and  not  made  wholly  of 
milk  or  cream,  or  containing  fats,  oils  or  grease  not  produced  from  milk 
or  cream,  contained  in  a  box,  tub,  article  or  package,  marked  or  labeled 
with  the  words  "dairy,"  "milk,"  "cream,"  "butter"  or  "creamery"  or  the 
name  of  a  breed  of  dairy  cattle,  or  the  reproduction  of  a  photograph, 
engraving  or  drawing  of  a  cow,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  two  hundred 
dollars  nor  less  than  ten  dollars. 

Sec.  5933.  Prosecutions.  A  state's  attorney  may  enter  places 
where  butter  or  cheese  is  stored,  or  kept  for  sale,  and  may  take  specimens 
of  suspected  butter  and  cheese,  and  cause  them  to  be  analyzed  or  other- 
wise satisfactorily  tested,  and  he  shall  record  and  preserve  the  result  of 
such  analysis  or  test  as  evidence.  The  expense  of  such  analysis  or  test, 
not  to  exceed  twenty  dollars  in  any  one  case,  may  be  included  in  the  costs 
of  prosecution. 

Sec.  5934.  Butter  and  cheese;  definitions.  The  words  "butter" 
and  "cheese"  as  used  in  the  first,  second,  fourth  and  fifth  preceding  sec- 
tions, shall  mean  the  products  usually  known  by  those  names,  manufac- 
tured wholly  from  milk  or  cream  with  salt  and  rennet  with  or  without 
coloring  matter. 

Oleomargarine. 

Sec.  5944.  License;  fees.  The  secretary  of  state  may  license,  in 
writing,  persons  to  sell  oleomargarine  in  an  town,  and  such  licensee  shall 
pay  therefor,  for  the  benefit  of  the  state,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars, 
the  same  to  be  paid  to  said  secretary  when  such  license  is  issued.  Said 

secretary  shall  quarterly  cover  into  the  state  treasury  all  moneys  received 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section.  Such  license  shall  entitle  the  licensee 
to  sell  oleomargarine  for  a  period  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  issue. 
Said  secretary  shall  record  such  licenses,  when  issued,  in  a  book  kept  for 
that  purpose. 

Sec.  5945.   Selling  without  ficense;  penalty.  A  person,  not  licensed 

as  provided  in  the  preceding  section,  who  sells  or  offers  for  sale  oleomar- 
garine shall  be  fined  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  nor  less  than 
one  hundred  dollars. 
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Sec.  5946.  Notice;  penalty.  An  owner  or  proprietor  of  a  public 
dining  room  using  oleomargarine  on  the  tables  therein  or  for  cooking  food 
for  use  therein,  shall  post  in  conspicuous  places,  and  which  can  be  read 
from  every  table  in  such  room,  a  sign  with  letters  at  least  three  mches 
high,  which  shall  read,  "Oleomargarine  used  here."  An  owner  or  pro- 
prietor, or  if  the  owner  or  proprietor  is  a  corporation,  any  officer  thereof, 
who  violates  a  provision  of  this  section  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  two 
hundred  dollars  nor  less  than  fifty  dollars. 


CHAPTER  268. 
FOOD  AND  DRUGS. 

Sec.  6263.   Standkf^  of  purity;  penalty.  The  standards  of  purity 

for  food  products,  except  as  otherwise  provided,  shall  be  those  adopted 
and  now  in  use  by  the  United  States  department  of  agriculture  as  au- 
thorized by  acts  of  Congress  approved  June  third,  nineleen  hundred  and 
two,  and  March  third,  nineteen  hundred  and  three,  as  promulgated  by 
such  department  by  circular  nineteen  issued  in  pursuance  of  such  acts, 
and  such  standards  as  may  hereafter  be  adopted  or  promulgated  by  such 
department  pursuant  to  such  authority.  A  person  shall  not  sell  or  otter 
for  sale  food  products  that  do  not  conform  to  such  standards,  after  having 
received  notice  from  the  state  board  of  health  forbidding  the  same;  pro- 
vided however,  that  food  products  failing  to  conform  to  such  standards, 
if  cor'rectly  and  accurately  labeled,  may  be  sold  when  such  sale  does  not 
conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter.  A  person  who  violates  a  pro- 
vision of  this  section  shall  be  imprisoned  not  more  than  six  months,  or 
fined  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  less  than  five  dollars,  or  both. 

Sec  6264.  Adulterated,  misbranded  or  misrepreMiited  artielea; 
saie  prohibited.  A  person  shall  not  sell,  offer  or  expose  for  sale  an 
adulterated  or  misbranded  food,  drug  or  substance,  to  be  used  for  medi- 
cine food  or  drink  for  men  or  domestic  animals,  or  any  device  or  appara- 
tus 'falsely  and  fraudulently  represented  to  have  mediqinal  or  curative 

'^"sEr6265.   Food  and  drugs;  definitions.  The  word  "food"  as  used 

in  this  chapter,  shall  include  all  articles,  whether  simple,  mixed  or  com- 
pound used  for  food,  drink,  confectionery,  or  condiments,  by  man  or 
beast  The  word  "drug"  as  used  in  this  chapter,  shall  include  all  medicines 
and  preparations  recognized  in  the  United  States  pharmacopoeia  or  na- 
tional formulary,  for  internal  or  external  use,  and  any  substance  or 
mixture  of  substances  intended  to  be  used  for  the  cure,  mitigation  or 
prevention  of  disease  of  either  man  or  beast. 

Sec  6266.  Adulterated  food;  definition.  For  the  purposes  of  this 
chapter  an  article  of  food  shall  be  deemed  to  be  adulterated  if  any  sub- 
stance has  been  mixed  and  packed  with  it  so  as  to  reduce  or  lower  or  in- 
juriously affect  its  quality  or  strength;  or  if  any  substance  has  been  sub- 
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stituted  wholly  or  in  part  for  the  article ;  or  if  any  valuable  constituent  of 
the  article  has  been  wholly  or  in  part  abstracted;  or  if  it  is  mixed,  colored, 
powdered,  coated  or  stained  in  a  manner  whereby  damage  or  inferiority 

is  concealed ;  or  if  it  contains  any  added  poisonous  or  other  added  delete- 
rious ingredient  which  may  render  such  article  injurious  to  health,  pro- 
vided that  when  in  the  preparation  of  food  products  for  shipment  they  are 
preserved  by  an  external  application  applied  in  such  manner  that  the 
preservative  is  necessarily  removed  mechanically,  or  by  maceration  in 
water,  or  otherwise,  and  directions  for  the  removal  of  such  preservative 
are  printed  on  the  covering  of  the  package,  the  provisions  of  this  chapter 
shall  be  construed  as  applying  only  when  such  products  are  ready  for  con- 
sumption; or  if  it  consists  in  whole  or  in  part  of  a  filthy,  decomposed  or 
putrid  animal  or  vegetable  substance,  or  any  portion  of  an  animal  unfit 
for  food,  whether  manufactured  or  not,  or  if  it  is  the  product  of  a  diseased 
animal  or  one  that  has  died  otherwise  than  by  slaughter. 

Sec.  6267.  Adulterated  drug;  definftioii.  For  the  purposes  of  this 
chapter,  a  drug  shall  be  deemed  to  be  adulterated  if,  when  it  is  sold  under 
or  by  a  name  recognized  in  the  United  States  pharmacopoeia  or  national 
formulary,  it  differs  from  the  standard  of  strength,  quality  or  purity,  as 
determined  by  the  test  laid  down  in  the  United  States  jrfiarmacopoeia  or 
national  formulary  official  at  ibt  time  of  investigaticm,  provided  that  a 
drug  defined  in  the  United  States  pharmacopoeia  or  national  formulary 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  adulterated  under  this  provision  if  the  standard 
of  strength,  quaHty  or  purity  is  plainly  stated  upon  the  bottle,  box  or 
other  container  thereof  although  the  standard  may  differ  from  that  de- 
termined by  the  test  laid  down  in  the  United  States  pharmacopoeia  or 
naticmal  formulary ;  or  if  its  strength  or  purity  falls  below  the  professed 
standard  or  quality  under  which  it  is  sold. 

Sec.  6268.  Adulterated  confectionery;  definition.  For  the  pur- 
poses of  this  chapter,  confectionery  shall  be  deemed  to  be  adulterated  if  it 
contains  terra  alba,  barytes,  talc,  chrome  yellow,  or  other  mineral  sub- 
stance or  poisonous  color  or  flavor,  or  other  ingredient  deleterious  or 
detrimental  to  health,  or  any  vinous,  malt  or  spirituous  liquor  or  com- 
pound or  narcotic  drugs. 

Sec.  6269.  Misbranded;  definition.  The  word  *^misbranded"  as 
used  in  this  chapter,  shall  apply  to  all  drugs,  or  articles  of  food,  or  articles 
which  enter  into  the  composition  of  food,  the  package  or  label  of  which 
shall  bear  any  statement,  design  or  device  regarding  such  article,  or  the 
ingredients  ot  substances  contamed  therein,  which  are  false  or  misleading 
in  any  particular,  and  to  any  food  or  drug  product  which  is  falsely 
branded  as  to  the  state  or  country  in  which  it  is  manufactured  or  produced. 

Sec.  6270.  Misbranded  food;  definition.  For  the  purposes  of  this 
chapter,  an  article  of  food  shall  be  deemed  to  be  misbranded  if  it  is  an 
imitation  of  or  offered  for  sale  under  the  distinctive  name  of  another 
article;  or  if  it  is  labeled  or  branded  so  as  to  deceive  or  mislead  the  pur- 
chaser, or  purports  to  be  a  foreign  product  when  not  so  ;  or  if  the  contents 
of  the  package  originally  put  up  have  been  removed  in  whole  or  in  part 
and  other  contents  have  been  placed  in  such  package ;  or  if  it  fails  to  bear 
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a  statement  on  the  label  of  the  quantity  or  proportion  of  any  morphine, 
opium,  cocaine,  heroin,  alpha  or  beta  eucaine,  chloroform,  cannabis  indica, 
chloral  hydrate  or  acetanilide  or  any  derivative  or  preparation  of  any  sub- 
stances contained  therein;  or  if  in  package  form,  the  quantity  of  the  con- 
tents is  not  plainly  and  conspicucmsly  marked  on  the  outside  of  the  pack- 
age in  terms  of  weight,  measure  or  numerical  count ;  provided,  however, 
that  reasonable  variations  shall  be  permitted,  and  tolerances  and  also  ex- 
emptions as  to  small  packages  shall  be  established  by  rules  and  regula- 
tions made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  six  thousand  two 
hundred  and  seventy-four;  or  if  the  package  containing  it  or  its  label 
bears  any  statement,  design,  or  device  regarding  the  ingrediients  or  the 
substances  contained  therein,  which  is  false  or  misleading  in  any  par- 
ticular. 

Sec.  6271.    Misbranded  drug;  definstran.   For  the  purposes  of  this 

chapter,  a  drug  shall  be  deemed  to  be  misbranded : 

L  If  it  is  an  imitation  of  or  offered  fqr  sale  under  the  name  of  an- 
other article. 

IL  If  the  contents  of  the  package  as  originally  put  up  have  been  re- 
moved, in  whole  or  in  part,  and  other  contents  have  been  placed  in  such 

package ; 

III.  If  its  package  or  label  bears  or  contains  any  statement,  design  or 
device  regarding  the  curative  or  therapeutic  effects  of  such  article  or  any 
of  the  ingredients  or  substances  contained  therein,  which  is  false  and 
fraudulent;  or 

IV.  If  the  package  fails  to  bear  a  statement  on  the  label  of  the  quan- 
tity or  proportion  of  any  alcohol,  morphine,  opium,  cocaine,  heroin,  alpha 

or  beta  eucaine,  chloroform,  cannabis  indica,  chloral  hydrate  or  acetanil- 
ide, or  any  derivative  or  preparation  of  any  such  substances  contained 
therein.  Nothing  in  this  paragraph  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  physi- 
cians' prescriptions,  or  preparations  recommended  and  prescribed  in  the 
United  States  pharmacopoeia  or  national  formulary. 

Sec.  6272.  Foods,  ^dien  not  Minltenited  or  nusbnundedL  An  article 
of  food  which  does  not  contain  any  added  poisonous  or  deleterious  in- 
gredients shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  adulterated  or  misbranded  in  the  case 
of  mixtures  or  compounds  which  may  be  known  as  articles  of  food,  under 
their  own  distinctive  names,  and  not  an  imitation  of  or  offered  for  sale 
under  the  distinctive  name  of  another  article,  if  the  name  is  accompanied 
on  the  same  label  or  brand  with  a  statement  of  the  place  where  such 
article  has  been  manufactured  or  produced;  or  in  the  case  of  articles 
labeled,  branded  or  tagged  so  as  to  plainly  indicate  that  they  are  com- 
pounds, imitations  or  blends,  and  the  word  '^compound,"  "imitation"  or 
"blend/'  as  the  case  may  be,  is  plainly  stated  on  the  package  in  which 
it  is  offered  for  sale;  provided  that  the  word  "blend"  as  used  herein  shall 
be  construed  to  mean  a  mixture  of  like  substances,  not  excluding  harmless 
coloring  or  flavoring  ingredients  used  for  tiie  purpose  of  goIotIii^  and 
flavoring  only;  and  provided  that  nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  be  con- 
strued as  requiring  or  compelling  proprietors  or  manufacturers  of  pro- 
prietary foods  which  contain  no  unwholesome  added  ingredient  to  dis-

close  their  trade  formulas,  except  in  so  far  as  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter  may  require  to  secure  freedom  from  adulteration  or  misbranding. 

Sec*  6273.  Adylt^ating  or  muhrMEiding  for  purpose  of  sale;  sale  of 
andb;  dbstfoetioii;  penalty.  A  person  who  fraudulently  adulterates  or 
misbrands  for  the  purpose  of  sale  an  article  of  food,  drink,  drug  or  medi- 
cine, as  defined  in  this  chapter,  shall  be  imprisoned  not  more  than  one 
year  or  fined  not  more  than  four  hundred  dollars,  and  the  articles  so 
adulterated  or  misbranded  shall  be  forfeited  and  destroyed  under  the 
direction  of  the  court.  A  person' who  sells  or  offers  for  sale  an  article 
of  food,  drink,  drug  or  nuBdkine,  which-  is  adulterated  or  misbranded, 
or  any  kind  of  diseased  or  unwholesome  provisions,  as  defined  in  diis 
chapter,  shall  be  imprisoned  not  more  than  one  year  or  fined  not  more 
than  four  hundred  dollars,  and  the  articles  so  adulterated  or  misbranded, 
or  such  diseased  or  unwholesome  provisions,  shall  be  forfeited  and  de- 
stroyed under  the  direction  of  the  court. 

Sec.  €274.  Holes  and  reguktioiis  of  state  board  of  health;  penaky. 
The  state  board  of  health  shall  adopt  such  rules  and  reguhitions  as  it 
deems  necessary  to  facilitate  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter,  and  for  the  collecting  and  examining  of  drugs,  foods,  liquors  and 
candy,  articles  of  clothing,  fabrics,  wall  paper  or  anything  containing 
poisonous  pigments  or  substances  whereby  the  health  of  any  person  may 
be  injured*  Such  board  shall  cause  such  rules  and  regulations  to  be  printed 
in  pamphlet  form  for  distributi<m,  furnish  to  each  local  health  officer  a 
sufficient  number  of  copies  to  supply  the  members  of  the  local  board  of 
health  and  all  practicing  physicians  in  such  town  and  furnish  to  each  town  " 
clerk  a  sufficient  number  of  copies  for  distribution  under  the  provisions 
of  law  as  to  the  distribution  of  the  acts  and  resolves  of  the  general 
assembly;  and  said  local  healtii  officers  and  town  clerks  shall  distribute 
the  same.  A  person  who  violates  a  rute  or  relation  made  under  the  pr  o- 
visions of  this  chapter  for  which  no  other  penalty  is  provided,  shall  be 
fined  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  6275.  Inspection  of  food;  destruction.  A  member  or  officer  of 
the  state  board  of  health,  director,  chemist  or  inspector  of  the  state  labora- 
tory of  hygiene,  or  a  local  health  officer  in  his  own  town,  may  inspect  the 
carcasses  of  slaughtered  animals  intended  for  food,  and  meat,  fish,  vege- 
tables, produce,  fruit  or  provisions,  and  for  such  purpose  may  enter  any 
building,  enclosure  or  other  place  in  which  such  carcasses  or  articles  are 
stored,  kept  or  exposed  for  sale.  If  such  carcasses  or  articles  are  desig- 
nated for  food  for  man  and  are  found  tainted,  diseased,  corrupted,  de- 
cayed, unwholesome  or  from  any  cause  unfit  for  food,  the  local  board  of 
health  or  such  member  or  officer  of  the  state  board  of  health,  director, 
chemist  or  inspector  of  the  state  laboratory  of  hygiene  shall  seize  the  same 
and  cause  it  to  be  forthwith  destroyed,  or  disposed  of  otherwise  than  for 
food. 

Sec.  6276.  Samples  for  analysis;  prosecutions.  A  person  who 
doubts  the  purity  or  genuineness  of  an  article  of  food  or  drug  which  he 
has  purchased,  may,  at  his  won  expense,  send  a  sealed  sample  of  it  to  the 
state  laboratory  of  hygiene  for  inspectimi.   If,  upcwi  examination,  such 
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article  appears  to  be  adulterated  or  misbranded,  the  state  b(^rd  of  health 

may  obtain  a  certified  sample  of  it,  and,  if  such  sample  appears  to  be 

adulterated,  said  board  shall  immediately  begin  proceedings  against  the 
vendor. 

Sec.  6277.  Purchase  of  samples.  A  person  who  ofifers  or  exposes 
for  sale  a  drug  or  article  of  food  within  the  meaning  of  this  chapter,  shall 
furnish  to  a  member  of  the  state  board  of  health,  a  local  health  officer  or 

a  director,  chemist  or  inspector  of  the  state  laboratory  of  hygiene,  who 
applies  for  the  same  and  tenders  its  value  in  money,  a  sufficient  sample 
for  the  purpose  of  analysis  of  such  drug  or  article  of  food. 

Sec.  6278.  Preservation  of  part  of  sample.  The  analyst  before 
commencing  the  analysis  of  the  sample  shall,  whenever  possible,  reserve 
a  part  tfiereof,  which  shall  be  sealed;  and,  in  case  of  complaint  or  in- 
dictment, a  part  of  the  reserved  portion  of  such  sample  alleged  to  be  adul- 
terated shall,  upon  application,  be  delivered  to  the  defendant  or  his  attor- 
ney and  the  other  part  to  the  secretary  of  the  state  board  of  health. 

Sec.  6279.  Adulteration  and  sale  of  liquor;  poialty.  A  person 
who,  for  the  purpose  of  sale,  adulterates  liquor  used  or  intended  for  drink, 
with  cocculus  indicus,  vitriol,  grains  of  paradise,  opium,  alum,  capsicum, 
copperas,  laurel  water,  logwood,  Brazil  wood,  cochineal,  sugar  of  lead 
or  other  substance  which  is  poisonous  or  injurious  to  health,  or  knowingly 
sells  such  liquor  so  adulterated,  shall  be  imprisoned  not  more  than  one 
year  or  fined  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  6280.  SeUing»  shq^mg,  mr  keqping  with  intent  to  sell  cr  ship 
unwlioleseiiie  ment  for  food  purposes;  penalty.  A  person  who  sells 
or  offers  to  sell  or  keeps  with  intent  to  sell  for  food  purposes,  the  flesh 
of  any  animal  or  fowl  which  died  or  was  killed  when  diseased,  or  the  flesh 
of  a  calf  which  was  less  than  three  weeks  old  or  weighed  less  than  fifty 
pounds,  dressed  weight,  when  killed,  or  a  person  who  ships  out  of  this 
state,  for  food  purposes,  the  flesh  of  an  animal  or  fowl  which  died  or 
was  killed  when  diseased,  or  the  flesh  of  a  calf  which  was  less  than  three 
weeks  old  when  killed,  shall  be  imprisoned  not  more  than  one  year  or 
fined  not  more  than  three  hundred  dollars,  or  both.  The  possession  of 
any  such  flesh  dressed  or  packed  in  a  manner  suitable  for  sale  or  use  as 
food,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  intention  to  sell  the  same,  or  to 
ship  the  same  out  of  the  state,  for  use  as  food. 

Sec.  $281.  Sdli^  or  keq^big  with  inia^  to  eell  inlected  omnMile; 
penalty.  A  person  who  sells  or  offers  to  sell  or  keeps  with  intent  to 
sell  an  animal  known*  to  him  to  be  infected  with  bovine  tuberculosis  or 
any  other  contagious  disease,  or  any  disease  dangerous  to  public  health, 
shall  be  imprisoned  not  more  than  one  year  or  fined  not  more  than  three 
hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  €282.  R^^tion  of  the  sale  of  potsonoiie  drags;  record.  A 

person  other  than  a  registered  pharmacist  or  physician,  who  sells  or  keeps 

for  sale  arsenic,  corrosive  sublimate,  chloroform,  aconite,  strychnine, 
morphine,  opiuln,  cocaine,  eucaine,  heroin,  carbolic  acid,  prussic  acid, 
paregoric,  chloral  hydrate,  belladonna,  cyanide  potassium,  digitalis,  nux 
vomica  or  any  salts,  solutions,  extracts  or  tinctures  of  such  drugs,  shall 
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keep  and  offer  them  for  sale  only  in  original  and  sealed  packagfes  or 
bottles  which  shall  have  been  prepared  by  a  registered  pharmacist  or 
manufacturing  chemist,  and  under  a  label  on  which  shall  be  plainly 
printed  the  name  and  nature  of  the  drug  therein  contained,  the  proper 
antidote  to  be  given  when  taken  in  dangerous  or  poisonous  quantities  and 
the  name  of  the  pharmacist,  manufacturing  chemist  or  wholesale  house 
that  prepared  or  put  up  the  same,  with  the  name  of  the  place  where  it 
was  manufactured  or  prepared  for  sale.  A  person  who  sells  any  of  such 
drugs  shall  have  affixed  to  the  bottle^  box  or  wrapper  containing  the 
article  sold,  a  label  of  white  paper  upon  which  shall  be  printed  in  red 
letters,  the  name  and  place  of  business  of  the  vendor,  and  the  words 
"Poison"  and  "Antidote,"  and  the  label  shall  also  contain  the  name  of  an 
antidote,  if  any,  for  the  poison  sold.  When  a  sale  is  made  by  anyone  of 
any  of  such  drugs,  salts,  solutions,  extracts  or  tinctures,  such  sale  shall 
be  entered  and  recorded  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  giving  the  name 
of  the  article  sold,  date  of  sale,  to  whom  sold,  residence  of  purchaser, 
for  whom  purchased,  the  use  to  be  made  of  the  article  or  drug  purchased 
and  the  name  of  the  salesman  or  clerk  making  such  sale.  Such  book 
shall  be  in  such  form  as  the  state  board  of  health  shall  prescribe  and  shall 
be  open  to  the  inspection  of  health  officers,  members  of  the  state  board 
of  health  and  state  officials  who  may  wish  to  examine  the  same.

Sec.  €284.   Application  of  two  preceding  sections.   The  provisions 

of  the  two  preceding  sections  shall  not  apply  to  legally  qualified  practi- 
tioners of  medicine  or  to  their  prescriptions  or  recipes  to  their  patients. 

Sec.  6285.  Certain  poisonoas  drags  to  be  sold  only  upon  prescrip- 
tion; exception.  A  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  not  sell,  furnish, 
give  away  or  deliver  any  opium,  morphine,  heroin,  codeine,  cocaine,  can- 
nabis indica,  cannabis  sativa,  or.  any  preparation  thereof,  or  any  salt  or 
compound  of  such  substances,  except  upon  the  written  prescription  or 
written  order  of  a  licensed  physician,  dentist  or  veterinarian,  bearing  the 
name  of  the  physician,  dentist  or  veterinarian  giving  it.  Such  prescriptwn 
when  filled  shall  show  the  date  of  each  filling  and  shall  be  retained  on  file 
by  the  druggist  filling  it  for  at  least  two  years  and  it  shall  not  again  be 
filled  except  upon  the  order  of  the  prescriber,  given  in  person  or  in  writ- 
ing Such  prescription  shall  not  be  copied,  except  for  the  purpose  of 
record  by  the  dru^ist  filling  the  same,  and  it  shall  at  aU  times  be  open  to 
inspection  by  members  of  the  state  board  of  health,  members  of  the  state 
board  of  pharmacy,  and  their  authorized  agents,  and  by  the  {wlice  au- 
thorities of  the  state.  The  provisions  of  this  and  the  four  following 
sections  shall  not  apply  to  prescriptions,  or  to  the  sale,  distribution,  giving 
away  or  dispensing  of  preparations  and  remedies,  if  such  prescriptions, 
preparations  or  remedies  do  not  contain  more  than  two  grams  of  opium 
or  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  grain  of  morphine,  or  more  than  an  eighth  of 
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a  grain  of  heroin,  or  more  than  one  grain  of  codeine,  or  more  than  halt  a 
grain  of  extract  of  cannabis  indica,  or  more  than  half  a  grain  of  extract 
of  cannabis  sativa,  or  any  salt  or  compound  of  any  of  them  in  one  fluid 
ounce,  or,  if  a  solid  or  semisolid  preparation,  to  the  avoirdupois  ounce; 
or  to  liniments,  ointments  or  other  preparations  which  are  prepared  for 
external  use  only,  except  liniments,  ointments  and  other  preparations 
which  contain  cocaine  or  any  of  its  salts;  or  to  compound  medicinal 
tablets,  pills  or  powders  containing  not  over  a  twentieth  of  a  grain  of 
morphine  or  a  quarter  of  a  grain  of  codeine  or  any  of  their  salts,  cjccept 
heroin,  to  each  pill,  powder  or  tablet;  provided  that  such  preparations, 
remedies  or  prescriptions  are  sold,  distributed,  given  away  or  dispensed 
in  good  faith  as  medicines  and  not  sold  for  the  purpose  of  evading  the 
provisions  of  this  and  the  four  following  sections. 

Sec.  C286.  Resvkitions  m  to  iiiMiiif«:tiirers,  wholesalers,  etc. 
Manufacturers,  jobbers,  wholesale  druggists  and  licensed  pharmacists, 
physicians,  veterinarians  and  dentists  may  sell  opium,  morphine,  heroin, 
codeine,  cocaine,  cannabis  indica,  cannabis  sativa.  or  any  preparation 
thereof,  or  any  salt  or  compound  of  such  substances,  to  a  manufacturer, 
jobber,  wholesale  druggist,  licensed  pharmacist,  physician,  veterinarian 
and  dentist,  and  to  an  incorporated  hospital ;  but  such  substances  or  prep- 
arations, except  such  as  are  included  within  the  exemptions  set  forth  in 
the  preceding  section,  shall  be  sold  only  upon  a  written  order  duly  signed 
by  such  manufacturer,  jobber,  wholesale  druggist,  pharmacist,  physidan, 
veterinarian,  dentist  or  superintendent  of  such  incorporated  hospital,  which 
order  shall  state  the  article  or  articles  ordered  and  the  date.  Such  orders 
shall  be  kept  on  file  in  the  laboratory,  warehouse,  pharmacy  or  store  in 
which  they  are  filled,  by  the  proprietor  thereof,  or  his  successors,  for  not 
less  than  two  years  from  the  date  of  deUvery,  and  shall,  at  all  times,  be 
open  to  inspection  by  members  of  the  state  board  of  health,  members  of 
the  state  board  of  pharmacy,  and  their  authorized  agents,  and  by  the 
police  authorities  of  the  state. 

Sec.  6287.  Prescripticn  by  physician;  evasion.  The  provisions  of 
the  two  preceding  sections  shall  not  be  construed  to  prevent  a  licensed 
physician,  dentist  or  veterinarian  from  prescribing,  administermg  or  dis- 
pensing any  drug  that  may  be  indicated  for  any  patient  under  his  care; 
provided  that  such  prescribing,  administering  or  dispensing  is  not  for  Ae 
purpose  of  evading  the  provisions  of  the  two  ]Meceding  sections;  and  pro- 
vided, further,  that  every  physician,  dentist  and  veterinarian  shall  keep  a 
record  in  a  suitable  book  of  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  patients  to 
whom  he  dispenses  narcotics ;  and  provided,  further,  that  a  veterinarian 
shall  not  prescribe  any  of  the  drugs  mentioned  in  the  second  preceding 
section,  for  the  use  of  a  human  being. 

Sec.  6288.  Falsely  personating  another  for  purpose  of  evanon; 
altexation  of  prescription.  A  person  who,  for  the  purpose  of  evading 
or  assisting  in  the  evasion  of  a  provision  of  the  three  preceding  sections, 
falsely  represents  that  he  is  a  pharmacist,  physician,  veterinarian  or  den- 
tist, or  that  he  is  a  manufacturer,  jobber,  wholesale  druggist,  or  an  agent 
or  employee  of  an  incorporated  hospital,  or  who,  not  being  a  licensed 
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physician,  veterinarian  or  dentist,  makes  or  alters  a  prescription  for  any 
of  such  substances,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  violated  a  provision  of  such 
sections. 

Sec.  6289.  Violation  of  four  preceding  sections;  penalty.  A  per- 
son who  violates  a  provision  of  the  four  preceding  sections  or  who  aids  or 
abets  another  in  such  a  violation,  shall  be  imprisoned  not  more  than  one 
year,  or  fined  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  nor  less  than  fifty 
dollars,  or  both.  Justices  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  county, 
municipal  and  city  courts  of  offenses  under  this  and  the  preceding  section. 

Sec.  6290.  Analysis  of  drugs.  The  state  board  of  health  shall  make 
a  chemical  analysis  to  determine  the  composition  and  quality  of  any  sub- 
stance mentioned  in  the  fifth  preceding  section  on  application  of  a  state's 
attorney  and  shall  furnish  a  certificate  certifying  to  the  composition  or 
quality  thereof.  Such  certificate,  under  seal  of  said  board  which  shall 
be  affixed  by  the  chemist  thereof  making  the  analysis,  shall  be  prima  facie 
evidence  of  the  composition  and  quality  of  the  substance  analyzed. 

Sec.  6291.  Selling  fabrics  or  paper  containing  arsenic.  A  person, 
corporation  or  agent  who  sells  or  offers  for  sale  or  exchange  a  woven 
fabric  or  paper  containing  arsenic  in  any  form,  or  an  article  of  dress  or 
of  household  use  composed  wholly  or  in  part  of  stich  woven  fabric  or 
paper,  or  any  article  of  dress  containing  arsenic,  shall  be  fined  not  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars;  provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  not  apply  to  dress  goods  or  articles  of  dress  containing  not  more 
than  a  hundredth  of  a  grain,  nor  to  other  material  containing  not  more 
than  a  tenth  of  a  grain,  of  arsenic  per  square  yard  of  material. 

Sec.  €2A2*  S«UUng  adoltonitecl  candy;  penalty.  A  person  by  him- 
self, servant  or  agent,  or  as  a  servant  or  agent,  or  a  corporation  by  itself, 
servant  or  agent,  shall  not  manufacture  for  sale  or  knowingly  sell  or  offer 
for  sale,  candy  adulterated  by  the  admixture  of  terra  alba,  barytes.  talc 
or  any  other  mineral  substance,  by  poisonous  colors,  flavors  or  other 
ingredients  deleterious  or  detrimental  to  health. 

Sec.  €283.  Penoit  to  me  pgeeenmlive*.  Nothing  in  this  chapter 
shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  tibie  state  board  of  health  from  issuing 
to  a  producer  or  manufacturer  of  foods  or  drinks  a  permit  to  use  such 
preservatives  or  coloring  matters  as  said  board  may  determine  are  not 
detrimental  to  health. 

Sec.  6294.  Interfering  with  health  officer;  penalty.  A  person  who 
in  any  way  interferes  with  a  member  of  the  state  board  of  health,  a  local 
health  officer,  or  the  director,  chemist  or  inspectors  of  the  state  laboratory 
of  hygiene,  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  under  this  chapter,  shall 
be  fined  not  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  the  first  offense  and,  for  each  sub- 
sequent offense,  shall  be  fined  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  6295.  General  penalty.  A  person  or  corporation  that  violates 
a  provision  of  this  chapter  for  which  other  penalty  is  not  provided  shall 
be  fined  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  less  than  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  629e.  N«»to  of  violatioiis  of  United  Sti^  staintes.  The 
state  board  of  health  or  an  agent  thereof  shall  notify  the  proper  prose-

cuting  officer  of  a  violation  of  a  United  States  statute  for  preventmg  the 
adulteration  or  misbranding  of  food  or  drugs.  ^ 

Sec.  6297.  Prosecutions;  penalties;  jurisdiction.  The  state  s  at- 
torney to  whom  the  state  board  of  health  reports  a  violation  of  this 
chapter  shall  cause  proceedings  to  be  commenced  and  prosecuted  in  the 
proper  court  without  delay,  for  the  enforcement  of  the  penalties  as  m 
such  case  provided.  Justices  shall,  except  as  hereinbefore  provided,  have 
concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  county  court  of  offenses  under  this  cha,p- 
ter  to  the  extent  of  fining  the  respondent  fifty  dollars,  or  may  bind  him 
over  for  trial  by  the  proper  court. 


CHAPTER  269. 

FOOD  ESTABLISHMENTS. 

Sec.  SZM.  Defrulioiis.  As  used  in  this  chapter,  the  word  "food" 
shall  include  all  articles  used  for  food,  drink,  confectionery  or  condiment, 
by  man,  whether  simple,  mixed,  or  compound,  and  all  substances  ^d  in- 
gredients used  in  the  preparation  thereof ;  the  word  "establishment"  shall 
include  all  buildings,  rooms,  basements,  cellars,  lofts,  or  other  premises, 
or  part  thereof,  used,  occupied,  or  maintained  for  the  purpose  of  manu- 
facturing, preparing,  packing,  canning,  bottling,  keeping,  storing,  handling, 
serving,  or  distributing  in  any  manner,  food  for  sale ;  and  the  word  '  per- 
son" shall  extend  and  be  applied  to  a  person,  partnership,  assoaation, 
company  or  corporation.  ' 

Sec.  6299.  General  requirements.  A  person  shall  not  manufacture, 
prqmre,  pack,  can,  bottle,  keep,  store,  handle,  serve,  or  distribute,  in  any 
manner  food  for  the  purpose  of  sale  in  an  unclean  insanitary  or  un- 
healthful  establishment  or  under  unclean,  insanitary,  or  unhealthful  con- 
ditions. . , .   ,  ^  ^, 

Sec  6300.  Special  provisions.  An  establishment,  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter,  shall  be  constructed,  maintained  and  operated 
with  strict  regard  for  the  health  of  the  employees,  and  for  the  purity  and 
wholesomeness  of  the  food  therein  produced,  kept,  stored,  handled, 
served  or  distributed,  so  far  as  may  be  reasonable  and  necessary  in  the 
public  interest  and  consistent  with  tiie  character  of  the  establishment, 
pursuant  to  the  following  general  requirements:  ^  ^ 

I  The  entire  establishment  and  its  immediate  appertaining  premises, 
including  the  fixtures  and  furnishings,  the  machinery,  apparatus,  imple- 
ments, utensils,  receptacles,  vehicles,  and  other  devices  used  in  the  pro- 
duction, keeping,  storing,  handling,  serving  or  distributing  of  the  tood 
or  of  the  materials  used  in  the  food,  shall  be  constructed,  maintained,  and 
operated  in  a  clean,  sanitary  and  healthful  manner; 

II  The  food  and  the  materials  used  in  the  food  shall  be  protected 
from  any  foreign  or  injurious  contamination  which  may  render  them 
unfit  for  human  consumption ; 
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III.  The  clothing,  habits,  and  conduct  of  the  employees  shall  be  con- 
ducive to  and  promote  cleanliness,  sanitation  and  healthfulness ; 

IV.  There  shall  be  proper,  suitable  and  adequate  light,  ventilation, 
drainage  and  plumbing; 

V.  There  shall  be  proper,  suitable,  and  adequate  toilets  and  lavatories, 
constructed,  maintained  and  operated  in  a  clean,  sanitary,  and  healthful 
manner. 

Sec.  6301.  Employees.  An  employer  shall  not  require,  permit  or 
suffer  any  person  affected  with  any  contagious,  infectious,  or  other  dis- 
ease or  physical  ailment  which  may  render  such  employment  detrimental 
to  the  public  interest,  to  work  in  such  establishment,  and  a  person  so 
affected  shall  not  work  in  any  such  establishment,  subject  to  the  provi- 
sions of  this  chapter. 

Sec.  6302.  Powers  and  duties  of  state  board  of  health.  The  State 
board  of  health  may  require  a  person  proposing  to  work  or  working  in 
an  establishment,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  diapter,  to  undergo  a 
physical  examination,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  said  person 
>  is  affected  with  any  contagious,  infectious  or  other  disease  or  physical 

ailment,  which  may  render  his  employment  detrimental  to  the  public 
'  interest.    The  examination  shall  be  made  at  a  time  and  pursuant  to  con- 

ditions which  shall  be  prescribed  by  said  board.  A  person  who  refuses 
to  sulmiit  to  such  examination  shall  not  work  or  be  required,  permitted 
or  suffered  to  work  in  any  such  establishment 

Sec.  6303.  Powien  oi  inspectioii.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  state 
board  of  health  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  and  it  shall  be 
permitted  to  inspect,  through  its  duly  authorized  officers,  inspectors, 
agents  or  assistants,  at  all  reasonable  times,  an  establishment  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

Sec.  63M^  Same;  hMring;  mrdMiu  If  it  appears  upon  such  inspec- 
tion that  any  establishment  is  being  maintained  or  operated  in  violation 
of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  said  board  shall  cause  written  notice 
thereof,  together  with  an  order  commanding  an  abatement  of  such  viola- 
tion and  a  compliance  with  this  chapter  within  a  reasonable  period  of 
time  to  be  fixed  in  the  order,  to  be  served  upon  the  person  violating  such 
provisions.  Under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed,  a 
person  upon  whom  such  notice  and  order  are  served  shall  be  given  an 
opportunity  to  be  heard  and  to  show  cause  why  such  order  should  be 
vacated  or  amended.  If,  upon  such  hearing,  it  appears  that  the  provi- 
sions of  this  chapter  have  not  been  violated,  then  the  state  board  of  health 
shall  immediately  vacate  such  order,  but  without  prejudice.  If,  however, 
it  appears  that  such  provisions  have  been  violated  and  such  person  fails 
to  comply  with  an  order  issued  by  said  board  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  said  board  shall,  forthwith,  certify  the  facts  to  the  proper  prose- 
cuting officer. 

Sec.  6305.  State  board  of  health  to  prescribe  rules  and  regulations. 
Said  board  shall  make  uniform  and  necessary  rules  and  regulations  for 
carrying  out  the  provisi<Mis  of  this  chapter. 
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Sec,  6306.  Penalty.  A  person  who  violates  a  provision  of  this 
chapter  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  three  hundred  dollars  for  the  first 
offense,  and,  ior  each  subsequent  offense,  not  more  than  five  hundred 
dollars. 

CHAPTER  270. 

ICE  CREAM  AND  ITS  PRODUCTS. 

Sec.  6307.   Standard  of  purity.  The  standard  of  purity  and  quality 

for  ice  cream  shall  be  as  follows : 

I.  Ice  cream,  a  frozen  product  made  from  cream  and  sugar,  with  or 
without  gelatine  and  a  natural  flavoring  and  containing  not  less  than 
fourteen  per  cent  of  milk  fat ; 

II.  Fruit  ice  cream,  a  frozen  product  made  from  cream,  sugar,  and 
sound,  clean,  mature  fruits,  with  or  without  pure  gelatine  and  containing 
not  less  than  twelve  per  cent  of  milk  fat; 

III.  Nut  ice  cream,  a  frozen  product  made  from  cream,  sugar,  and 
sound,  nonrancid  nuts,  with  or  without  pure  gelatine  and  containing  not 
less  than  twelve  per  cent  milk  fat. 

Sec.  Pr^ihibitidii.  An  article  of   food   marked,  labeled, 

branded,  named  or  called  ice  cream  shall  not  be  sdd  or  offered  for  sale 
unless  it  shall  conform  to  the  standard  established  by  this  chapter. 

Sec.  6309.  Frozen  food  sold  under  descriptive  name;  regulation. 
Articles  of  food  frozen  in  the  form  of  ice  cream  but  not  conforming 
to  the  standards  established  by  this  chapter,  may  be  sold  or  offered  for 
sale  under  any  fancy,  descriptive,  or  trade-name  whatsoever,  except  that 
the  words  "ice  cream"  or  "cream"  shall  not  be  a  part  of  such  name ;  nor 
appear,  nor  be  used  in  any  manner  whatsoever  in  connection  with  such 
product  or  the  sale  thereof. 

Sec.  6310.  Penalty.  A  person  who  violates  a  provision  of  this 
chapter  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  two  hundred  dollars. 

CHAPTER  271. 

POLLUTION  OF  WATERS. 
Daties  and  Powen  of  tke  State  Bound  of  Hoolth. 

Sec.  ^11.    Supervision  of  somrces  of  water  and  ice  supply.  The 

state  board  of  health  shall  have  the  general  oversight  and  care  of  waters, 
streams  and  ponds  used  by  a  town,  village,  public  institution  or  a  water 
or  ice  company  as  a  source  of  water  or  ice  supply,  and  of  sprin|js,  streams 
and  watercourses  tributary  thereto*  Said  board  shall,  upon  request,  be 
provided  with  maps,  plans  and  documents  suitable  for  such  purposes  by 
and  at  the  expense  of  such  town,  village,  public  institution  or  water  or 
ice  company,  and  said  board  shall  keep  records  of  its  transactions  relative 
thereto. 
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Sec.  6312.  Use  of  water  and  ice  pmhiliited.  Said  board  may  pro- 
hibit tbe  use  of  water  or  ice  frc»n  any  source,  whoi,  in  its  opinion,  the 

same  is  so  contaminated,  unwholesome  or  impure  that  the  use  thereof 
endangers  the  pubhc  health. 

Sec.  6313.  Examination  of  fitness;  rules  and  regulations.  Said 
board  may  cause  examinations  of  such  waters  to  be  made  to  ascertain 
their  purity  and  fitness  for  domestic  use,  or  their  habiUty  to  impair  the 
interests  of  Ac  public  or  of  persons  lawfully  using  them,  or  to  imperil 
the  public  health.  Said  board  may  make  rules  and  regulations  to  prevent 
the  pollution  and  to  secure  the  sanitary  protection  of  such  waters. 

Sec.  6314.  Publication  of  orders,  rules,  etc.  The  publication  of  an 
order,  rule  or  regulation  made  by  said  board  under  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter,  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the  town  or  village  in  which  such 
order,  rule  or  regulation  is  to  take  effect,  or,  if  a  newspaper  is  not  pub- 
lished in  such  town  or  village,  the  posting  of  a  copy  of  such  order,  rule 
or  regulation  in  three  public  places  in  such  town  or  village,  shall  be  legal 
notice  to  all  persons ;  and  an  afifidavit  of  such  publication  or  posting  by 
the  person  causing  such  notice  to  be  published  or  posted,  filed  and  re- 
corded with  a  copy  of  the  notice  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  such  town 
or  village  shall  be  admitted  as  evidence  of  the  time  at  which  and  the  place 
and  manner  in  which  the  notice  was  given. 

Sec.  6315.*  Report;  recommendations;  violations;  expert  assistants. 
Said  board  shall  include  in  its  biennial  report  its  doings  under  this  chapter 
for  the  preceding  biennial  term,  and  shall  recommend  measures  for  the 
prevention  of  the  pollution  of  such  waters  and  for  the  removal  of  pol- 
luting substances,  in  order  to  protect  the  public  health  and  develop  and 
protect  the  rights  of  Ae  state  in  sudi  waters,  and  shall  recommend  any 
legislation  or  plans  for  systems  of  main  sewers  necessary  for  the  preser- 
vation of  the  public  health  and  for  the  purification  and  prevention  of  pol- 
lution of  ponds,  streams  and  waters.  Said  board  shall  notify  the  state's 
attorney  of  the  county  wherein  any  violation  of  a  provision  of  this  chapter 
occurs ;  and  said  board  may,  when  necessary,  employ  expert  assistants. 

Sec.  6316.  Advice  as  to  water  and  sewer  sjrstems;  definitions. 
Towns,  villages  or  persons  shall  submit  to  said  board  for  its  advice,  their 
proposed  systems  of  public  water  supply  or  for  the  disposal  of  drainage 
or  sewage.  Said  board  shall  consult  with  and  advise  municipal  authorities 
or  persons  having  or  about  to  have  systems  of  public  water  supply,  drain- 
age or  sewerage  as  to  the  most  appropriate  sources  of  water  supply,  and 
as  to  the  best  methods  of  assuring  its  purity  and  of  disposing  of  their 
drainage  or  sewage,  with  reference  to  the  existing  and  future  needs  of 
other  towns  which  may  be  affected  thereby.  Said  board  shall  consult  with 
and  advise  persons  engaged  or  intending  to  engage  in  manufacturing  or 
other  business  whose  drainage  or  sewage  may  tend  to  pollute  water  or  a 
source  of  water  or  ice  supply  as  to  the  best  method  of  preventing  such 
pollution,  and  it  may  conduct  experiments  to  determine  the  best  method 
of  purification  or  disposal  of  drainage  or  sewage.  A  person  shall  not  be 
required  to  pay  the  expense  of  such  consultation,  advice  or  experiments. 

*See  See.  MO. 


The  word  "drainage"  as  used  in  this  section,  shall  mean  rainfall,  surface 
and  subsoil  water,  and  "sewage,"  domestic  and  manufacturing  filth  and 
refuse.

Sec.  6317.  Complaints;  hearings;  orders.  Upon  petition  to  said 
board  by  the  mayor  of  a  city,  the  selectmen  of  a  town,  the  trustees  of  a 
village,  the  managing  board  or  officer  of  a  public  institution,  or  by  a  board 
of  water  commissioners,  or  llie  president  of  a  water  or  ice  company, 
stating  tfiat  manure,  excrement,  garbage  or  other  matter  is  polluting  or 
tending  to  pollute  the  water  of  a  stream,  pond,  spring  or  watercourse 
used  by  such  city,  town,  village,  institution  or  company  as  a  source  of 
water  or  ice  supply,  said  board  shall  appoint  a  time  and  place  for  hearing 
within  the  county  where  the  nuisance  or  pollution  is  alleged  to  exist,  and, 
after  notice  thereof  to  parties  interested  and  a  hearing,  if,  in  its  judgment, 
the  public  health  so  rt^ires,  shall,  by  an  order  served  upon  the  party  or 
company  causing  or  permitting  such  pollution,  prohibit  the  deposit,  keep- 
ing or  discharge  of  such  cause  of  pollution  and  shall  order  it  to  desist 
therefrom  and  to  remove  such  cause  of  pollution. 

Sec.  6318.  Cultivation  of  soil;  use  of  structures.  Said  board  shall 
not  prohibit  the  cultivation  or  use  of  soil  in  the  ordinary  methods  of 
agriculture  if  human  excrement  is  not  used  tiberefor.  Said  board  shall 
not,  upon  complaint  made  by  the  board  of  water  commissioners  of  a  city, 
town,  village  or  by  a  water  or  ice  company,  prohibit  the  use  of  a  structure 
which  was  in  existence  prior  to  December  twelfth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
two,  unless  such  board  of  water  commissioners  or  company  files  with  the 
state  board  of  health  a  vote  of  its  city  council,  selectmen,  trustees  or 
company  respectively  that  such  city,  town,  village  or  company  will,  at  its 
own  expense,  make  such  change  in  such  structure  or  its  location  as  said 
board  shall  deem  expedient.  Such  vote  shall  be  binding  on  such  city, 
town,  village  or  company. 

Sec.  6319.  Damages;  appeals.  Damages  caused  by  such  change 
shall  be  paid  by  such  city,  town,  village  or  company;  and,  if  the  parties 
cannot  agree  thereon,  such  city,  town,  village  or  company  shall  tender  to 
the  parties  sustaining  damages  such  a  sum  of  money  as,  in  its  judgment, 
is  a  reasonable  compensation  for  the  damages  sustained.  A  person  ag- 
grieved by  an  order  under  the  provisions  of  the  two  preceding  sections, 
or  with  the  sum  so  tendered  as  damages,  may  appeal  therefrom  in  the 
manner  provided  in  sections  four  thousand  four  hundred  and  fifteen  to 
four  thousand  four  hundred  and  eighteen,  both  inclusive ;  but  the  notice 
provided  for  therein  shall  be  served  on  the  petitioners  in  fact  under  the 
second  preceding  section  and  also  upon  the  state  board  of  health.  If  the 
appeal  is  only  from  the  compensation  for  damages,  the  order  of  said 
board  shall  be  complied  with  during  the  pendency  of  such  appeal,  unless 
otherwise  authorized  by  said  board. 

Sec.  6320.  Powers  of  court  of  chancery.  The  court  of  chancery 
shall  have  jurisdiction  and  power,  upon  application  thereto  by  the  state 
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board  of  health  or  a  party  interested,  to  enforce  the  orders,  rules  and 
regulations  of  said  board  made  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  and 
to  restrain  the  use  or  occupation  of  the  premises  or  such  portion  thereof 
as  said  board  may  specify,  on  which  such  material  is  deposited  or  kept 
or  such  other  cause  of  pollution  exists,  until  the  orders,  rules  and  regula- 
ticMis  of  said  board  are  c(»nplied  with. 

Sec.  C321.  Entnnee  into  ImiUiBfs,  etc^  by  bound.  Said  board  or 
an  agent  thereof  may  enter  any  building,  structure  or  premises  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  sources  of  pollution  or  danger  to  the 
water  supply  exist  therein,  and  whether  the  rules,  regulations  and  orders 
of  said  board  are  obeyed. 

Pouilties. 

Sec.  6322.  General.  A  person  Avho  violates  a  rule,  regulation  or 
order  made  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  be  imprisoned  not 
more  than  one  year  or  fined  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  both. 

Sec.  9323,  DcfMMit  of  poUnting  matter  prohibited.  Sewage,  drain- 
age, refuse  or  polluting  matter  of  such  kind  and  amount  as  either  by 
itself  or  in  connection  with  other  matter  will  corrupt  or  impair  the  qual- 
ity of  the  water  of  a  pond  or  stream  used  as  a  source  of  ice  or  water 
supply  by  a  town,  village,  public  institution,  water  or  ice  company,  or 
person  for  domestic  use,  or  render  it  injurious  to  health,  shall  not  be  dis- 
dharged  into  any  such  stream  or  pond  or  upon  their  banks. 

Sec.  9324.  Same;  penalty;  proceediiigs.  A  person  who  wilfully  de- 
posits excrement  or  foul  or  decaying  matter  in  water  which  is  used  for 
the  purpose  of  domestic  water  or  ice  supply,  or  on  the  shores  thereof 
within  five  rods  of  the  water,  shall  be  imprisoned  not  more  than  thirty 
days  or  fined  not  more  than  fifty  dollars.  A  constable  or  police  officer 
of  a  town  or  village  in  which  such  water  is  wholly  or  partially  situated, 
acting  wi&in  the  limits  of  his  town  or  village,  an  executive  officer  or 
agent  of  a  water  board,  board  of  water  commissioners,  public  institution 
or  water  or  ice  company  furnishing  water  or  ice  for  domestic  purposes, 
acting  upon  the  premises  of  said  board,  institution  or  company  and  not 
more  than  five  rods  from  the  water,  may,  without  a  warrant,  arrest  a 
person  found  in  the  act  of  violating  a  provision  of  this  section  and  detain 
him  until  complaint  may  be  made  against  him  therefor.  The  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  sewage  of  a  town,  village  or  public 
institution,  or  prevent  the  enrichment  of  land  for  agriculture  by  the  owner 
or  occupant  thereof. 

Fire  Eacapea. 

Sec.  6327.  The  owner,  lessee  or  keeper  of  a  hotel  or  of  a  public 
hall  or  place  of  amusement  shall  furnish  suitable  fire  escapes  and  exits, 
as  required  bv  the  state  fire  marshal,  who  shall  make  and  publish  regu- 
lations relating  thereto.  Such  fire  escapes  shall  be  accessible  from  each 
romn  of  such  building. 
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Sec.  6328.  Manufactories.  The  owner  or  lessee  of  a  building,  fac- 
tory, mill  or  workshop  more  than  two  stories  high,  in  which  persons  are 
employed  above  the  second  story,  shall  provide  suitable  ladders  or  other 
safe  fire  escapes  for  the  safety  of  patrons  and  occupants  of  such  build- 
ings. 

Sec.  6329.  Vudations  of  two  pnoeding  sections;  penalty.  An 

owner,  keeper  or  lessee  of  a  place  mentioned  in  the  two  preceding  sec- 
tions who  violates  a  provision  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  four 
hundred  dollars  nor  less  than  twenty-five  dollars,  and  the  state's  attorney 
of  the  county  in  which  such  violation  occurs  may  commence  a  proceeding 
in  the  court  of  diancery  for  such  county  to  compel  compliance  with  said 
two  preceding  sections,  and  such  court  may  make  orders  and  decrees 
therein,  by  way  of  writ  of  mandamus,  prohibition,  injunction  or  other- 
wise. 

Sec.  6330.  Jurisdiction.  In  prosecutions  under  the  provisions  of 
the  preceding  section,  justices  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with 
county,  municipal  and  city  courts  to  the  extent  of  fining  the  respondent 

twenty-five  dollars.  . 

Sec.  6331.  Factory  inspection.  In  so  far  as  the  provisions  of  chap- 
ter two  hundred  and  forty-three  confer  authority  on  the  conamissioncr 

of  industries  in  respect  to  the  ventilation,  sanitary  arrangement  and  equip- 
ment for  egress  in  case  of  fire  or  other  disaster,  in  factories  and  work- 
shops, the  provisions  of  this  title  shall  not  apply  to  such  ventilation, 
sanitary  arrangement  and  equipment  for  ^ess.

CHAPTER  171. 

REGISTRATION  OF  BIRTHS,  MARRIAGES,  DIVORCES-  AND 

DEATHS. 

Duties  of  SecreUry  of  SUte  Board  of  Health. 

Sec.  3769.  Returns;  tables;  con4>ensation.  The  secretary  of  the 
state  board  of  health  shall  prepare  from  the  returns  of  births,  marriages, 
deaths  and  divorces  required  by  law  to  be  transmitted  to  him,  such  tables 
and  append  thereto  such  recommendations  as  he  deems  proper,  and  shall, 

during  the  month  of  April  in  each  even  year,  cause  the  same  to  be  pub- 
lished with  his  report  as  secretary  of  the  state  board  of  health.  After 
compiling  such  tables,  he  shall  transmit  such  returns  to  the  secretary  of 


state  who  shall  index,  bind  and  preserve  the  same.  The  secretary  of 
the  state  board  of  health  shall  receive  two  hundred  dollars  annually  for 
his  services  under  this  chapter. 

Sec.  3779l  Manln.  Said  secretary  shall  procure  and  send  to  each 
town  and  county  clerk  such  blank  certificates  and  reports  of  uniform  size, 
and  with  margin  for  binding,  as  are  necessary  to  be  used  in  compliance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter.  Such  blank  certificates  and  reports 
shall  be  furnished  by  the  state. 

DutiM  of  Comity  Ca«rks. 

Sec.  3771.  Divorce  returns.  A  county  clerk  shall  annually,  in  the 
month  of  January,  make  returns  to  the  secretary  of  the  state  board  of 
health  of  the  number  of  divorces  granted  in  the  county  and  the  causes 
therefor,  for  the  year  ending  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  pre- 
ceding. 

Sec.  3772.   Unorganised  towns  and  gores.  The  county  clerk  of  a 

county  wherein  is  situated  an  unorganized  town  or  gore,  shall,  in  respect 
to  the  certificates,  records  and  returns  of  parties,  both  of  whom  reside  in 
an  unorganized  town  or  gore  in  such  county  or  where  the  groom  so  re- 
sides and  the  bride  resides  in  an  unorganized  town  or  gore  in  another 
count  or  without  the  state  or  where  the  bride  resides  in  an  unorganized 
town  or  gore  in  such  county  and  the  groom  resides  without  the  state,  per- 
form the  same  duties  as  town  clerks  in  respect  to  such  matters  and  shall 
be  subject  to  the  same  penalties.  Said  clerk  shall  receive  for  issuing  and 
recording  such  marriage  certificate  or  certified  copy  thereof,  fifty  cents, 
to  be  paid  by  the  applicant  The  cost  of  binding  such  certificates  shjtll 
be  paid  by  the  state. 

Duties  6t  Town  Qivks. 

Sec.  3773.  Notice  to  physicians  and  midwives.  A  town  clerk  shall 
annually  notify  each  physician,  midwife  or  other  person  required  to 
make  reports  of  births  and  deaths  that  he  is  prepared  to  furnish  them 
with  the  requisite  blanks. 

Sec.  3774.  Penalty.  A  town  clerk  who  fails  to  comply  with  a  pro- 
vision bi  the  preceding  section  shall  be  fined  ten  dollars. 

Sec.  3775.  Preservation  of  data.  Said  clerk  shall  receive,  number 
.  and  file  certificates  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths,  in  the  order  of  their 
occurrence  and  shall  preserve  such  certificates  together  with  the  burial» 
removal  and  transit  permits  returned  to  him. 

Sec.  377C  Bindloig.  Said  clerk  shall,  at  least  once  in  five  years, 
cause  such  certificates  and  permits  to  be  bound  in  volumes  of  convenient 
size  and  to  be  indexed,  and  such  volumes  shall  be  kept  in  his  office  as 
permanent  records.  Marriage  certificates  shall  be  bound  in  one  volume  or 
series,  birth  certificates  in  another,  and  death  certificates  and  burial,  re- 
moval and  transit  permits  in  another ;  but  in  a  town  having  less  than  five 
hundred  iiAabitants,  the  town  clerk  of  such  town  may  cause  such  mar- 
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riage,  birth  and  death  certificates,  and  such  burial,  removal  and  transit 
permits  to  be  bound  in  one  volume,  provided  that  none  of  such  volumes 
shall  contain  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  certificates  and  permits. 

Sec.  3777.  Nonresidents;  certified  copies.  Said  clerk  shall,  on  the 
first  day  of  each  month,  make  a  certified  copy  of  all  births,  marriages  and 
deaths  filed  in  his  office  during  the  preceding  month,  whenever  the 
parents  of  a  child  bom,  or  a  bride  or  a  groom  or  a  deceased  person  was 
a  resident  in  any  other  town  at  the  time  of  such  birth,  marriage  or  death, 
and  shall  transmit  such  certified  copies  to  the  clerk  of  the  town  in  which 
such  parents  of  a  child  born,  the  bride  or  the  groom  or  the  deceased  was 
a  resident  at  the  time  of  such  birth,  marriage  or  death ;  and  the  clerk  re- 
ceiving such  copies  shall  file  the  same. 

Sec.  J77«.  Vital  records;  lees.  Said  clerk  shall  receive  twenty- 
five  cents  for  each  certified  copy  of  a  birth  or  death  certificate,  and  fifty 
cents  for  each  certified  copy  of  a  marriage  certificate,  furnished  or  re- 
corded in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section,  the 
same  to  be  paid  by  the  town  for  which  said  clerk  acts. 

Sec.  3779.  Monthly  returns.  Said  clerk  shall,  on  or  before  the 
thirtieth  day  of  each  month,  transmit  to  the  secretary  of  the  state  board 
of  health  a  certified  copy  of  each  birth,  marriage  and  death  certificate  re- 
ceived during  the  preceding  month.  o  •  j  i  i  u  n 
Sec.  3780.  Monthly  retuTM  of  vital  recordB;  foee.  Said  clerk  sl^U 
receive  ten  cents  for  each  birth  and  death  certificate,  and  twenty  cents  for 
each  marriage  certificate,  so  certified ;  and  such  sum,  with  the  cost  of 
binding  the  certificates  and  permits,  shall  be  paid  by  the  town. 

Sec  3781.   Penalty.   A  town  clerk  who  fails  to  transmit  such 
copies  as  provided  in  the  secwid  preceding  section  shaU  be  fined  not  less 

than  twenty  dollars.  ,    ,  , 

Sec  3782.   General  index.   Town  and  county  clerks  shall,  except 

as  provided  bv  section  three  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifty,  prepare  and 
keep  a  general  index  to  the  marriage  records,  in  alphabetical  order  and  m 
the  following  form:

material  fact  is  not  reported,  the  town  clerk,  upon  receipt  of  such  cer- 
tificate, shall,  except  in  cases  of  stillbirth,  forthwith  send  to  the  father  or 
mother  of  such  a  child  a  copy  of  the  certificate  as  filed,  and  such  parent 
shall  insert  the  name  of  the  child  and  give  oAer  material  facts  not  re- 
ported in  such  certificate.

A  clerk  who  issues  a  mar- 
riage certificate  with  knowledge  that  the  parties  are  prohibited  from 
marrying  as  provided  by  section  three  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifteen, 
and  a  person  authorized  to  solemnize  a  marriage  who  knowingly  salenm- 
izes  a  marriage  so  prohibited,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars. 

Sec.  3795.   Restrictions  as  to  minors,  etc.;  penalty.   A  clerk  shall 

not  issue  a  marriage  license  or  certificate  to  a  minor  without  the  consent 
in  writing  of  the  parent  or  guardian  of  such  minor,  if  there  is  one  com-

Sec.  3804.    Same;  when  no  attending  physician.   When  a  person 

dies  without  medical  attendance,  the  head  of  the  household  where  such 
death  occurs,  or  the  next  of  kin.  shall  immediately  notify  the  health 
officer,  if  there  is  one,  otherwise  a  member  of  the  local  board  of  health 
where  such  deal^  occurred,  who  ^U,  after  proper  investigation,  and,  if 
deemed  necessary  by  him,  after  an  autopsy  to  detemwne  the  cause  of

Said  inspectors  shall,  under  such  rules  and  reg- 
ulations, examine  the  pupils  of  any  private  school  located  in  such  district, 
when  requested  so  to  do  by  the  principal  thereof,  or  when  any  commu- 
nicable disease  is  present  in  such  district,  or  when  the  pupils  thereof  may 
have  been  exposed  to  any  such  disease. 

Sec.  1316.  Pupil  fmaminod  by  physician,  when.  If  a  person  having 
control  of  a  pupil  desires  that  such  pupil  shall  be  examined  by  a  physician 
instead  of  by  a  medical  inspector,  such  privilege  shall  be  granted  on  writ- 
ten demand  made  to  said  board  ;  and  such  examination  shall,  when  so 
made  and  certified  to  by  such  physician,  be  in  lieu  of  that  made  by  an 
inspector,  but  such  examination  shall  be  without  expense  to  such  district. 

Sec,  1317.  Medi<»I  inspector  defined.  The  words  "medical  in- 
spector" as  used  in  this  chapter  shall  mean  either  a  hcensed  physician  or 
a  trained  nurse. 


No.  56  Acts  of  1921.  In  a  town  which,  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  section  one  thousand  three  hundred  and  thirteen  of  the  General  Laws,

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Sec.  4366.  Duties  of  clerks;  report  to  governor.  The  town  clerks 
of  the  several  towns  shall,  within  five  days,  certify  to  the  county  clerk 
the  result  of  such  vote.  Within  thirty  days  after  such  annual  town  meeting 
the  county  clerk  shall  canvass  such  vote  and  report  the  result  thereof  to 
the  clerks  of  the  several  towns.

The  trustees,  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  governor  and  the  approval  of  the  state  board  of 
health,  shall  determine  upon  the  location  of  such  hospital,  the  plans  there- 
for and  the  amount  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and  forty  thousand 
dollars,  to  be  expended.  The  trustees  shall  make  all  necessary  contracts 
for  establishing  and  equipping  such  hospital. 

Sec.  4371.  How  eontroUed  and  use.  A  hospital  established  under 
the  provisions  of  part  one  of  this  chapter  shall  be  subject  to  the  regula- 
tions prescribed  by  the  trustees  thereof,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  state  board  of  health,  and  shall,  subject  to  such  regulations,  receive 
and  treat  persons  sufifering  from  tuberculosis,  and  be  open  to  the  public. 

Sec.  4372.  Bonds  for  establishment.  When  the  trustees  at  any 
regular  meeting  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose  shall  de- 
termine by  a  majority  vote  of  all  its  members  that  it  is  necessary  to  issue 
bonds  in  order  to  meet  the  cost  incident  to  the  establishment  of  a  hospital 
under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  they  shall  by  resolution  determine 
the  amount  of  bonds  to  be  issued,  the  rate  of  interest  to  be  paid,  the 
denomination  of  said  bonds,  the  time  and  place  of  payment  and  the  form 
of  bond  to  be  used.  The  trustees  shall  within  ten  days  from  the  passage 
of  the  resolution  certify  to  the  county  clerk  the  result  of  their  meeting, 
such  certificate  shall  show  the  date  of  the  meeting,  where  held,  the  num- 
ber of  trustees  present,  the  result  of  their  vote  and  a  copy  of  the  resolu- 
tion passed  by  the  trustees,  and  such  certificate  shall  be  duly  recorded  in 
the  county  clerk's  ofiice.  The  county  may  then  issue  its  negotiable  bonds 
for  an  amount  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and  forty  thousand  dollars. 
A  county  which  has  voted  to  issue  bonds  to  an  amount  less  than  one 
hundred  and  forty  thousand  dollars  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter 
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may.  after  a  vote  as  hereinafter  provided,  issue  additional  bonds  provided 
that  the  total  amount  of  bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  chap- 
ter by  a  county  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  and  forty  thousand  dollars. 
In  case  of  such  an  additional  bond  issue  the  provisions  of  sections  4364, 
4365  and  4366  of  the  General  I-aws  shall  apply,  so  far  as  practicable,  ex- 
cept that  the  petition  to  the  comity  clerk  shall  be  signed  by  the  trustees 
only  and  the  vote  upon  the  question  may  be  taken  at  a  regular  or  special 
town  meeting  duly  warned  for  the  purpose  and  except  that  the  question 
shall  be  stated  in  the  warning  and  on  the  ballot  in  the  following  form : 

"Shall  county  issue  additional  bonds  to  the 

amount  of  dollars  for  a  county  tuberculosis  hospital  ?" 

The  bonds  shall  be  of  a  denomination  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars 
nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  and  shall  draw  interest  at  a  rate  not 
to  exceed  six  per  cent  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  and  shall  be 
signed  by  the  county  clerk  and  countersigned  by  the  assistant  judges. 
The  form  of  bonds  shall  be  substantially  the  same  as  is  provided  for 
municipal  bonds,  with  such  changes  therein  as  will  make  them  conform 
to  Ac  use  of  the  county.  Such  bonds  shall  be  payable  serially,  com- 
mencing one  year  after  their  date,  at  a  rate  of  not  less  than  two  thousand 
dollars  per  year.  Such  bonds  shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than  par  and 
accrued  interest.  The  bonds  issued  under  this  chapter  shall  be  sold  by 
the  treasurer  of  the  county  to  the  highest  bidder  after  being  advertised 
by  the  county  clerk  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  for  the  advertise- 
ment and  sale  of  municipal  bonds.  The  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  said 
bonds  shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  the  cotmty  on  orders  s^ed  by  all 
of  the  trustees. 

Sec.  4373.  Provision  for  retirement  of  bonds;  tax.  For  the  pur- 
pose of  retiring  bonds  and  paying  the  interest  thereon,  there  shall  an- 
nually be  assessed,  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  fifty  years,  a  tax  of  three 
cents  on  a  dollar  of  the  grand  list. 

Sec.  4374.  Tax,  how  collected.  Such  tax  shall  be  collected  by  the 
several  towns  of  the  county  in  the  manner  now  provided  by  law  for  the 
collection  of  town  taxes  and  shall  be  paid  over  by  the  treasurer  of  the 
several  towns,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December  in  each  year,  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  town  maintaining  such  hospital. 

Sec.  4375.  Ewfimt  of  trMtmait,  how  provided.  The  expense  of 
caring  for  patients  receiving  treatment  in  such  hospital  shall  be  met  by 
payments  under  the  provisions  of  part  three  of  this  chapter,  provided, 
however,  that  the  board  of  trustees  may  make  such  regulations  as  they 
deem  proper  for  the  admission  of  private  patients  and  patients  able  to 
pay  a  part  of  the  expense  only,  payment  of  the  remainder  to  be  under  the 
provisions  of  said  part  three.  The  trustees  of  such  hospital  shall  quar- 
terly make  out  and  forward  to  the  auditor  of  accounts  a  sworn  statement 
of  the  number  of  patients  treated  and  the  number  of  weeks  such  patients 
received  treatment  during  the  preceding  quarter,  and  the  auditor  shall 
issue  his  warrant  in  favor  of  such  trustees. 

Sec.  4376.  ProvUion*  whereby  two  or  more  counties  may  unite. 
Two  or  more  counties  may  unite  for  the  purpose  of  providing  such  a  hos- 
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pital  to  care  for  persons  residing  therein.  When  one  hundred  voters  of 
each  of  such  counties  join  in  a  petition  in  duplicate  or  tnphcate,  as  the 
case  may  be,  addressed  to  the  county  clerks  of  such  counties.  Provision 
for  voting  on  the  question  shall  be  made  and  the  votmg  done  as  prescni)ea 
in  sections  four  thousand  three  hundred  and  sixty-four  and  four  thou- 
sand three  hundred  and  sixty-five,  except  that  in  such  vote  the  ballot  shall 
read  as  follows : 

"Shall  and  y.  r  r'  A^'T 

jointly  establish  a  tuberculosis  hospital  and  issue  their  joint  bonds  there- 
for in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  ninety 

of  the  General  Laws?"  •  ,       ,     j    j  j 

The  ballots  provided  for  in  section  four  thousand  three  hundred  and 
sixty-five  shaU  be  prepared  by  the  respective  county  clerks  and  furnished 
to  the  town  clerks  in  their  respective  counties  at  least  five  days  before 
the  annual  meeting.  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  in  each  of  such  counties 
is  in  favor  of  establishing  such  a  hospital,  the  governor  shall  appoint  five 
trustees,  residents  of  such  counties,  not  more  than  two  of  whom  shall  be 
physicians,  whose  term  shall  be  the  same  as  designated  in  section  four 
Siousand  three  hundred  and  sixty-seven.  Sections  four  thousand  three 
hundred  and  sixty-six  and  four  thousand  three  hundred  and  sixty-eight 
to  four  thousand  three  hundred  and  seventy-five,  both  inclusive,  shall  ap- 
iDly  to  sucK  a  union  of  counties  except  that  each  county  shall  be  hable,  as 
between  it  and  the  other  counties  in  the  union,  for  such  proportion  of  the 
bond  issue  as  its  grand  list  bears  to  the  total  grand  list  of  the  counties  so 
voting.  Bonds  issued  by  such  a  union  of  counties  shall  be  signed  by  the  ^ 
county  clerks  of  such  counties  and  countersigned  by  the  assistant  judges 
of  the  respective  county  courts. 

PART  II. 

State  Hospitals  and  Wards. 

Sec  4377.  Establishment,  wlien.  The  state  may  establish  tuber- 
culosis hospitals,  or  it  may  establish  wards  for  the  treatment  of  tuber- 
culosis patients  in  connection  with  any  hospital  in  the  state,  or  it  may 
assist  in  the  maintenance  of  such  hospitals  or  wards,  when  m  the  opinion 
of  the  governor  and  the  state  board  of  health  there  is  need  for  such 

hospitals  or  wards.  ^        jc  ^.u^ 

Sec  4378.   Trustees;  appointment;  term;  compensation,    if  the 

governor  and  state  board  of  health  decide  to  establish  tuberculc^is  hos- 
pitals or  wards,  the  governor  shall  forthwith  appoint  three  trustees  for 
such  hospitals  or  wards.  Not  more  than  one  of  such  trustees  shall  be 
a  physician.  The  terms  of  the  trustees  first  appointed  shall  be  for  one, 
two  and  three  years,  respectively,  and  annually  thereafter  the  governor 
shall  appoint  one  trustee  for  a  term  of  three  years.  Said  trustees  shaU 
receive  their  necessary  expenses  and  four  dollars  per  day  for  time  neces- 
sarily spent  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 
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Sec.  4379.  Duties  of  trustees.  Said  trustees  shall  have  charge  of 
the  construction,  operation  and  maintenance  of  such  hospitals  or  wards  as 
shall  be  established  under  the  provisions  of  part  two  of  this  chapter,  and 
they  may,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  state  board  of  health,  make  such 
regulations  relating  thereto  as  may  be  necessary. 

Sec,  4380.  Expense  of  treatmrat;  how  provided.  Persons  suffering 
from  tuberculosis  may  be  received  in  any  hospital  or  ward  established  by 
the  state  under  provisions  of  part  two  of  this  chapter  under  such  regula- 
tions as  the  board  of  trustees  may  prescribe.  The  expense  of  caring  for 
such  persons  shall  be  met  by  payments  under  the  provisions  of  part  three 
of  this  chapter,  provided,  however,  that  the  board  of  trustees  may  make 
such  regulations  as  they  deem  proper  for  the  admission  of  private  patients 
and  patients  able  to  pay  a  part  of  the  expense  only,  the  payment  of  the 
remainder  to  be  made  under  the  provisions  of  said  part  three. 

Sec.  4381.  Powers  of  trustees  to  receive  pr<^rty.  The  board  of 
trustees  of  tuberculosis  hospitals  and  wards,  or  if  such  board  has  not  been 
appointed,  the  state  board  of  health,  may,  with  the  appoval  of  the  gov- 
emor»  receive  by  gift,  devise  or  otherwise,  real  and  personal  property  and 
may  hold  and  use  the  same,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  deed  or  other 
instrument  of  gift,  for  the  purposes  of  part  two  of  this  chapter, 

PART  III. 

Indigent  Tuberculous  Persons. 

Sec.  4382.  Conunissioner.  The  governor  shall,  by  virtue  of  his 
office,  be  commissioner  of  indigent  tuberculous  persons,  and,  as  such 
commissioner,  shall  biennially  report  to  the  general  assembly  his  doings 
under  part  three  of  this  chapter,  with  an  account  of  his  expenditures. 

Treatment. 

Sec.  4383.  Proceedings.  A  person  wishing  treament  under  part 
three  of  this  chapter  shall  be  examined  by  two  reputable  physicians 
licensed  to  practice  in  the  state;  and  such  physicians  shall,  immediately 
after  such  examination,  make  a  report  in  writing  of  their  findings  to  the 

selectmen  of  the  town  or  the  mayor  of  the  city  in  which  such  person  re- 
sides. Said  selectmen  or  mayor  shall  thereupon  investigate  the  financial 
condition  of  the  person  applying  for  treatment,  and,  if  such  person  is 
found  worthy  of  treatment  under  part  three  of  this  chapter,  shall  make  a 
complete  report  of  their  findings  together  with  the  report  of  the  physi- 
cians to  the  governor. 

Sec.  4384.  Designation;  bond.  The  governor  may  designate  bene- 
ficiaries under  part  three  of  this  chapter  and  shall  direct  the  time  when 
and  the  place  where  a  beneficiary  shall  be  treated,  and  the  auditor  of  ac- 
counts shall  draw  orders  for  such  treatment  upon  the  certificate  of  the 
governor,  and  the  governor  may  in  his  discretion  tajpe  a  bond  to  indem- 
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nify  the  state  against  expenses  which  accrue  in  consequence  of  the  cloth- 
ing or  transportation  of  a  beneficiary.  Said  selectmen  or  mayor  may 
execute  in  their  official  capacity  in  behalf  of  their  respective  towns  or 
cites,  without  a  previous  vote,  such  bond.  . 

Sec.  4385.  Expenses;  how  defrayed.  When  a  person  is  designated 
a  beneficiary,  the  town  or  city  in  which  he  resides  shall  defray  the  ex- 
penses of  his  conveyance  to  and  from  the  institution  to  which  he  is  sent 
for  treatment,  and  shall  provide  necessary  clothing. 

Sec.  4386.  Treatment;  where.  The  beneficiaries  specified  in  part 
three  of  this  chapter  shall  receive  treatment  in  the  Vermont  sanatorium 
at  Pittsford.  at  a  county  or  state  hospital  provided  under  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter,  or  a  similar  institution. 

CHAPTER  308. 

OFFENSES  AGAINST  PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

Sec.  7<B7.  Spitting  on  MffewdUu  or  in  puUic  buildings.  A  person 
who  expectorates  or  spits  on  a  public  sidewalk  or  in  a  public  building 

except  in  receptacles  provided  for  that  purpose  shall  be  fined  not  more 
than  ten  dollars  for  each  offense.  A  suitable  notice  containing  a  copy  of 
this  section  shall  be  posted  in  all  public  buildings. 

Sec.  7«28.  Spitting  in  cars,  stations  and  waiting  rooms.  A  person 
who  expectorates  or  spits  upon  the  floor,  platform  or  interior  furnishings, 
except  cuspidors,  of  a  steam  railroad,  passenger  or  street  railway  car  or 
upon  the  floor,  furnishings,  registers  or  radiators  of  a  passenger  station 
or  public  waiting  room,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  ten  dollars;  pro- 
vided there  shall  be  no  prosecution  unless  the  provisions  of  this  section 
are  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  such  cars,  stations  or  waiting  rooms 
and  suitable  cuspidors  provided  except  in  street  railway  cars. 

Sec.  7«».  Sewge,  etc;  penalty.  A  person  shall  not  discharge 
sewage  or  other  polluted  matter  into  the  waters  of  a  pond  or  lake  having 
an  area  of  one  thousand  acres  or  more  lying  wholly  within  the  state.  A 
person  who  violates  a  provision  of  this  section  shall  be  fined  not  more 
than  two  hundred  dollars  nor  less  than  twenty  dollars.  Justices  shall 
have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  county,  municipal  and  city  courts  of 
offenses  arising  under  this  section. 

Sec.  793%.  Same;  Lake  Eden.  A  person  who  deposits  or  causes  to 
be  deposited  sewage  in  Lake  Eden,  so-called,  in  the  town  of  Eden,  or  in 
any  of  the  tributaries  of  such  lake,  shall  be  imprisoned  not  more  than 
three  months  or  fined  not  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  both,  for  each  offense. 

Sec.  7ft31.  Same;  Ryder  Brook.  A  person  who  deposits  or  causes 
to  be  deposited,  sewage  in  Ryder  Brook,  so-called,  in  the  town  of  Morris- 
town  or  in  any  of  tfie  tributaries  of  such  brook  above  the  dam  authorized 
by  vote  of  the  village  of  Morrisville,  September  seventeenth,  nineteen 
hundred  and  twelve,  shall  be  imprisoned  not  more  than  three  months  or 
fined  not  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  both,  for  each  offense. 
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Sec.  7tt32.  Dead  aniimiK  A  person  who  puts,  or  causes  to  be  put,  a 
dead  animal  or  animal  substance  into  or  upon  the  bank  of  a  lake,  pond. 
Tunning  stream  or  spring  of  water  so  that  it  is  drawn  or  washed  into 

the  same  and  suffers  it  to  remain  therein  for  a  period  of  forty-eight 
hours,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  fifty  dollars  nor  less  than  five  dollars. 

Sec.  7(133.  Pemiitting  dead  animal  to  remain  unburied.  A  person 
who,  between  th&  months  of  March  and  December,  puts,  or  causes  to  be 
put,  within  five  hundred  feet  of  a  dwelling  house  or  highway,  a  dead 
animal  or  any  animal  substance  and  suffers  the  same  to  remain  unburied, 
shall  be  liable  to  the  same  penalty  as  provided  in  the  preceding  section  if 
prosecution  therefor  is  commenced  within  six  months  after  the  offense  is 
committed. 

Sec.  7tt34.  Ciimiiial  me  of  anaettiietics.  A  person  who  adminis- 
ters,  attempts  to  administer  or  causes  to  be  administered  to  a  person, 

chloroform,  sulphuric  ether  or  any  anaesthetic  agent,  with  intent  to  com- 
mit a  crime  or  offense,  or  who  secretly  commits  or  attempts  to  commit  a 
crime  or  offense  against  a  person  or  the  property  of  one  who  is  rendered 
insensible  or  unconscious  or  incapable  of  resistance  by  such  anaesthetic 
agent,  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  state  prison  for  life  or  for  not  less  than 
three  years. 

Sec.  7035.  Marrying  while  infected  with  a  venereal  disease;  pen- 
alty. A  person  having  been  told  by  a  physician  that  he  or  she  is 
infected  with  gonorrhoea  or  syphilis  or  knowing  that  he  or  she  is  so  in- 
fected, who  marries,  without  the  assurance  and  certification  from  a  legally 
qualified  practitioner  of  medicine  and  surgery  that  he  or  she  is  free  from 
such  disease,  shall  be  imprisoned  not  less  than  two  years  or  fined  not  less 
than  five  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  7036.  Sexual  intercourse  when  infected  with  venereal  dis- 
ease; penalty.  A  person,  who,  while  infected  with  gonorrhoea  or 
syphilis,  has  sexual  intercourse  shall  be  imprisoned  not  less  than  two  years 
or  fined  not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  7037.  Distribation  of  aan^iee  of  medidiie.  A  person,  firm  or 
corporation  that  distributes  or  causes  to  be  distributed  a  free  or  trial 
sample  of  a  medicine,  drug,  chemical  or  chemical  compound,  by  leaving 
the  same  exposed  upon  the  ground,  sidewalks,  porch,  doorway,  letter  box 
or  in  any  other  manner,  that  children  may  become  possessed  of  the  same, 
shall  be  fined  not  more  than  three  hundred  dollars  nor  less  than  one 
hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  7038.   Wood  alcohol  or  methyl;  sale  for  medicinal  purposes. 

A  person  shall  not  sell,  offer  or  expose  for  sale  or  have  in  his  custody, 
possession  or  control  with  intent  to  distribute  or  sell  any  commodity, 
food,  drug,  preparation  or  mixture  of  any  kind  whatever  intended  for  in- 
ternal use  which  contains  methyl  or  wood  alcohol,  or  sell,  offer  or  expose 
for  sale  or  distribution,  or  have  in  his  custody,  possession  or  control  with 
intent  to  distribute,  sell,  furnish,  or  use  upon  or  apply  to  the  body  of  an- 
other, any  drug,  hair  tonic,  bay  rum  or  similar  preparation  intended  for 
externa]  use.  which  contains  methyl  or  wood  alcohol.  Nothing  in  this  sec- 
tion shall  apply  to  veterinary  remedies  containing  methyl  or  wood  alcohol, 
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when  such  remedies  are  plainly  and  distinctly  labeled  in  such  manner  as 
to  indicate  that  they  are  intended  solely  for  external  use  on  animals. 
Sec.  7039.   Penalty.    A  person  who  violates  a  provision  of  the 

preceding  section  shall  be  imprisoned  not  more  than  three  months  or 
fined  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  less  than  five  dollars. 

Sec.  7040.  Bread;  to  be  wrapped.  A  person  shall  not  carry  or 
cart  about  with  intent  to  sell  or  offer  for  sale,  or  deUver  to  customers 
after  it  has  been  sold,  for  human  food,  any  kind  or  quality  of  bread  or 
cake  in  loaf  form,  unless  each  loaf  is  wrapped  separately  in  waxed  paper, 
tissue  paper  or  some  similar  wrapper  or  a  sanitary  container  of  sufficient 
thickness  and  quality  to  protect  the  bread  and  cake  from  dust  and  dirb. 
A  person  who  violates  a  provision  of  this  section  shall  be  fined  five 
dollars  for  each  offense. 

Sec.  7041.  Fomisliing  tobacco  to  penoM  under  sixteen;  exception. 
A  person  who  sells  or  gives  away  a  cigar,  snuff  or  tobacco  in  any  form 
except  cigarettes,  to  a  person  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  except  upon  the 
written  order  or  permission  of  the  minor's  parents  or  guardian,  shall  be 
fied  not  more  than  twenty  dollars. 

Sec.  7042.  Fnniislunff  cigarettes,  wrappers,  etc,  to  minors;  pen- 
alty. A  person  who  sells,  gives  away  or  furnishes  to  a  person  under 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  cigarettes,  cigarette  papers  or  wrappers  shall  be 
imprisoned  not  more  than  two  months  or  fined  not  more  than  fifty  dollars, 
or  both.  A  plainly  printed  copy  of  this  and  the  preceding  section  shall, 
upon  application,  be  furnished  by  the  secretary  of  state  and  be  posted  m  a 
conspicuous  place  in  each  store,  shop,  office  or  place  of  business  where 
cigarettes  are  sold  or  kept  for  sale.  A  person  who  fails  to  post  such  copy 
shall  be  fined  not  more  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor  less  than  five  dollars. 

Sec.  7043.  Advertisements  of  liquor  and  tobacco,  etc.,  in  pubhc 
places.  A  bill,  poster,  notice  or  advertisement  of  intoxicating  liquors, 
cigarettes,  cigars  or  tobacco  shall  not  be  posted  or  displayed  on  a  fence, 
building,  structure  or  other  object  within  two  hundred  feet  of  a  church, 
chapel  or  school  building,  except  by  the  written  permission  of  the  select- 
men of  a  town  or  city  council  of  a  city,  which  permission  shall  not  be 
effective  until  filed  with  the  town  or  city  clerk.  This  section  shall  not  be 
construed  to  apply  to  a  building  in  which  the  business  of  selhng  such 
articles  is  legally  conducted.  A  person  who  violates  a  provision  of  this 
section  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor  less  than  five 
dollars.  Justices  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  county,  munici- 
pal and  city  courts  of  offenses  arising  under  this  section.^ 

Sec.  7044.  Seats  in  certain  establishments  employmg  women  and 
girls.  '  The  proprietor,  manager  or  person  having  charge  of  a  mer- 
'cantile  establishment,  store,  shop,  hotel,  inn,  restaurant  or  other  place 
where  women  or  girls  are  employed  as  clerks,  or  help  therein,  shall  pro- 
vide chairs,  stools  or  other  contrivances  for  the  comfortable  use  of  such 
female  employees,  for  the  preservation  of  their  health  and  for  rest  when 
not  actively  employed  in  the  discharge  of  their  respertive  duties.  A  per- 
son who  violates  a  provision  of  this  section  shall  be  fined  not  more  ttian 
one  hundred  dollars  nor  less  than  ten  dollars. 
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Sew«n  in  Towns. 

Sec  4869.  Powers  of  selectmen;  petition.  The  selectmen  of  a 
town  shall  have  the  same  authority  to  construct  sewers  in  any  village  m 
n  town  as  is  given  by  this  chapter  to  selectmen  of  a  town  having  an  in- 
t^loZed  vm^^^ or  city  within  its  limits;  provided  that,  before  acting 
^hev  receive  a  petition  signed  by  ten  or  more  legal  voters  of  such  town 
aKhrm  to  construct  I  sewer  or  sewers  in  such  village  or  an  order  of 
the  state  board  of  health  authorizing  them  so  to  do.
